experience  that   we  have  had  the  wider  grows  our 
understanding,  because  experience  is  the  only  teacher 
of  truth  in  the  whole  universe.    When  we  have  had 
sufficient  experience  to  awaken  the  truth  within  our 
own  consciousness,  we  will  give  all  men  and  women 
the  credit  of  meaning  the  same  as  ourselves  when  they 
use  different  terminology  to  ourselves,  for  each  one 
has  to  get  his  or  her  experience  in  their  own  way,  and

know  that  your  inner  consciousness  is  oneness,  that  is 
our  way  of  expressing  all  things  that  are  combined 
in  one  being,  or  God,  or  the  law,  it  matters  not  what 
you  call  It,  the  truth  remains  the  same  yesterday  to- 
day and  forever,  and  is  truth  on  all  planes  of  con-

have  seen  the  same  in  your  hrother  man.  If  you  wish 
to  really  know  anything  you  must  look  within  the 
recesses  of  youi-  own  consciousness,  the  only  ])lace 
in  the  whole  universe  where  the  truth  that  ever  will 
he  your  own  can  be  founcj,  so  cease  looking  without  for 
that  which  is  within,  rememberin«r  that  when  we  say 
w  ithin  we  include  the  whole  univei-se,  and  tln^  universe 
I)ossesses  all  truth,  because  it  is  oneness,  which  you  can 
divide  as  many  times  as  you  like  and  each  division 
po.«seses  the  whole,  because  each  atom  of  divinity  pos- 
sesses the  i)Ossil)ilities  of  the  whole  and  must  be  awak- 
ened by  your  own  experience  which  is  the  only  teacher 
of  the  tiuth  in  the  whole  universe.  All  other  so-called 
teachers  can  only  teach  you  their  own  ideas  and  be- 
liefs and  they  are  only  true  on  tlii.s  plane  of  conscious- 
ness, but  the  real  truth  which  can  only  be  awakened 
by  the  experiences  of  the  five  senses  of  the  person- 
idity.  I)y  sclf-atllicted  punishment  is  tiie  ti-uth  on  all 
jdanes  of  consciousness  that  nuin  will  ever  I'each  in  ids 
search  aftc!*  knowledjre. 

We  have  tried  to  sliow  you  tli  ■  dift'eri  nee  hi-lween 
what  we  call  belief  and  what  we  call  ti-u'h.  and  every- 
thin<r  that  you  call  the  truth  and  is  only  true  on  titis 
plane  of  consciousness,  we  call   belief  because   it   can 
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eonsmii..  ilscir  and  j)a>s  awjiy  an.l  uc  for-ct  llic  sai.i.^ 
I.<'caus(.  we  never  knew  it.  we  only  l)elieve(l  it  to  lu" 
111''  Inith.  I.ut  til.-  simple  tai-t  of  it  eonsnming  itsolf 
iuul  us  I'oi-K'.'ttiiifr  the  same  is  proof  positive  that  we 
n-vcr  knew  it.  for  all  knowledge  .-ndiires  forever,  h.'- 
cause  it  belongs  to  our  i.iner  self  and  does  not  have 
to  h.'  reniemhered  ,rr  for-otten.  for  it  eannot  Ix',  for  it 
IS  the  truth  or  onene.ss.  or  the  divinity  or  manhood, 
<-all  It  what  you  lik.-,  it  will  remain  the  trutii,  beeaus.; 
It  is  from  everlastin-  to  everlastinjr.  a  universe  with- 
out Ix'trinniiifr  or  end. 

The  religion  of  to-day  seems  to  l)e  a  relicjion  of  the 
iK'iid.  ;ind  not  an  awak.'uinjr  of  the  soul.  Th..  minister 
•  iroes  to  eollejre  and  fills  his  head  with  wliat  other  m.'u 
and  women  have  believed  for  centuries  of  lime,  and 
he  fells  you  what  your  forefathers  believed,  and  makes 
.von  believe  that  it  is  th.^  truth  beeause  souK'bodv  that 
had  been  to  eolie-e  told  him  so,  and  you  do  not"  know 
;'ii.v  iH'tter  Ihan  to  b..li,.ve  him  and  ehanee  your  fu- 
inre  to  men  and  women  l)eeause  you  thouirhl  thev 
ougjit  to  know  better  than  yourself  :'l);vaus('  they  were 
what  you  believed  better  edueated  thnn  yourself. 

Xow.  whal  is  edueation.  it  is  not  other  people's 
Kl'-as  and  l)elief.s  that  ean  b..  taujrht  from  one  to  an- 
otlKT,  neither  is  it  what  we  believe  to  be  true,  for  we 
t.'ll  you  not  to  believe  us.  for  that  would  close  the 
'loor  to  all  knowled-,.,  and  .lo  not  believe  anvthin? 
that  you  s;-...  hear,  read  or  feel,  or  that  you  are  told  bv 
any  uu-n  or  women  that  the  world  ever  knew,  for  no 
trutli  ean  be  tau^'ht  to  ns  oidy  by  the  experience  that 
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we  can  gain  by  self-afflicted  punishment  through  the 
five  senses  of  the  personality,  and  not  by  all  of  the 
colleges  and  univei-sities  of  the  world;  they  cannot 
teach  you  anything  that  does  not  belong  to  the  world 
of  belief,  and  will  eventually,  when  it  has  fulfilled  the 
mission  for  which  it  was  created,  consume  itself,  be- 
cause it  was  never  in  the  realm  of  all  truth. 

Knowledge,  which  is  only  another  name  for  the 
truth,  belongs  to  the  individual  consciousness,  and  not 
tvo  the  personality  which  was  created  by  the  individ- 
uality, you  see  that  we  make  a  very  great  distinction 
between  the  personality,  which  is  of  the  world,  and  the 
individuality,  which  we  call  Christ  for  the  short  way 
of  expressing  oneness. 

It  \s,  our  purpose  to  show  you  that  what  we  call 
file  individual  consciousness  possesses  all  truth;  you 
may  call  it  knowledge,  power,  God  or  what  you  wish, 
we  will  find  no  fault  with  you,  neither  will  we  dictate 
to  you  and  tell  you  that  you  are  wrong,  because  you 
are  living  your  own  life  in  your  own  way,  and  you 
will  get  all  of  the  experience  that  you  need  to  awaken 
the  truth  within  your  individual  consciousness,  and 
as  we  are  living  our  own  lives  and  getting  our  experi- 
ence in  our  own  way,  we  have  no  right  to  tell  any- 
body that  they  are  wrong,  because  they  d  not  believe 
the  same  as  ourselves,  for  they  are  just  as  right  as  we 
are,  only  we  see  things  from  a  different  standpoint. 

Just  as  long  as  there  is  any  discord  in  us,  we  tell 
tlie  world  that  so  and  so  is  an  awful  bad  man  and  you 
must  not   believe  him  because  he  cannot  speak  the 
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truth.    We  do  not  realize  that  to  the  pure  all  is  pure, 
and  what  we  see  in  our  fellow  men  and  women  is  only 
a  reflection  of  the  discord  within  our  own  conscious- 
nes.s  that  needs  to  be  purified  by  experience,  and  the 
more  that  we  believe  it  is  our  fellow  men  and  women 
the  more  e.xperience  it  will  take  to  make  us  know  that 
we  arc  a  miniature  universe  that  needs  to  be  awak- 
•■ned,  and  that  there  is  nothing  outside  of  our  individ- 
ual consciousness.     Wo  only  believe  that  there  is  be- 
cause we  need  the  ex^  >rience  which  is  all  self-afflicted 
for  there  is  nothing  to  punish  us  except  our  own  in- 
•lividual       seeking  expression  through  the  five  senses 
of  our  ^.rsona]ity,  so  do  not  blame  anyone  for  the 
pains  and  aches,  or  trials  and  tribulations  of  the  flesh 
l)ocause  if  anyone  could  do  us  any  harm,  or  any  good' 
they  would  take  the  place  of  the  law  of  absolute  .ius- 
tice  which  we  call  divine,  and  when  we  know  that 
."verytliing  that  is  truth  is  a  free  gift  of  oneness   we 
will  ceas.'  to  find  fault  with  our  fellow  men  and  wo- 
men, because  we  will  realize  that  each  one  knows  all 
that  we  know,  and  we  know  all  that  is  knowable,  but 
la  our  ignorance  are  not  conscious  of  the  same  until 
we  have  had  the  experience  to  awaken  all  truth  with- 
in our  own  consciousness. 

As  long  as  you  believe  that  you  are  saved  and  your 
fellow  men  and  women  are  lost,  you  need  the  'self- 
infiicted  F  -Qishment  that  will  awaken  the  truth  with- 
in your  own  inner  consciousness ;  that  it  does  not  mat- 
ter what  you  believe,  it  is  what  you  know  that  con- 
stitutes the  divine  you,  that  we  call  the  individual 
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self;  you  iiijiy  call  tlie  same  by  some  otlicr  name  if  yon 
wish.  Ixrausc  you  have  been  tau^^iit  that  way,  but  the 
Initli  is  the  same  by  one  name  as  it  is  if  you  chance  to 
i-all  it  by  some  other  name,  for  all  names  are  onlv 
mjulc  by  i,i,.„  ami  women  to  distinguish  what  they 
••Jill  on*,  thing  from  that  which  they  call  ])y  some  other 
name. 

So  please  bear  in  mind  that  each  one  po.sse.ses  one- 
ness, and  that  oneness  needs  no  ivligion  to  bind  it  to 
Itself,  because  it  is  oneness,  and  as  all  things  combined 
m  oneness  have  nothing  to  save,  and  nothing  to  lo.se, 
what  use  is  tin-  belief  in  religion  to  us  anyway;  it  can 
only  give  us  an  e.  pcrience  that  we  need  fo  awaken  the 
tnith  within,  .so  tlu;t  we  will  know  that  there  is  none 
good  and  none  bad,  none  high  and  none  low,  none  rich 
and  none  poor,  none  .saved  a.id  none  lost,  but  one  uni- 
versal on.ness  that  all  posse.ss,  and  that  oneness  is  a 
free  gilt  to  all.  and  cannot  be  taught  or  im])arted  from 
one  to  another,  but  must  be  awakened  by  .self-inflicted 
e.xperienc...  which  will  puni.sh  us  until'the  truth  has 
been  awakened  within  our  own  individual  eon.scious- 
ness.  antl  wh.'ii  that  time  comes  we  will  then  umler- 
stand  that  th."  law  has  no  respect  for  personalities  of 
flesh  and  blood,  which  is  self-consuming,  because  out 
ot  nothing  came  and  unto  notJiing  must  return,  but  as 
h)ng  as  we  believe  that  flesh  and  blood  were  created 
In-  the  conscious  (Jod  of  the  T'niverse,  and  that  we  are 
hetter  than  our  fellow  man.  for  the  simple  reason  that 
we  hav,'  an  environment  that  has  placed  us  in  what

for  our  own  fjiults.  hut  trv  iind  nctifv  tli.-  miuh-  U\ 
hcinn  kind  iiml  just  to  nil  of  our  frllow  nun  iind 
woiiK'U.  tind  ])\  HO  doin>;  we  will  he  just  to  oursrlvrs 
)ind  in  no  other  wjiv.  hcciiUHt-  wc  jirc  the  law.  the 
whol.'  law.  and  nothing  In.i  tin-  law.  for  thr  law  that 
Wf  f]ill  (iod  is  the  law  «d"  oncni'ss,  and  there  is  notldnjf 
<Mitside  of  oneness,  for  oneneK.s  is  truth,  and  truth  is 
overythinn  tlmt  is.  and  nothiu).'  that  onl.v  appears  to 
he.  h.rause  all  truth  always  was  an<i  always  will  he 
the  same,  yesterday,  to-day  and  to-morrow,  that  mean.s 
i'l  "ever.

peryt  ung  that  is.  you  will  see  that  the  truth  belongs 
to  all  because  it  was  a  free  gift  to  all.  and  knows  that 
all  possess  all.  and  they  must  have  their  own  exneri- 
«'nce  to  awaken  that  truth  within  their  own  souLs   or 
consciousness,  so  when   we   have  the  truth   ourselves 
"•<'  will  ne  like  the  Master  of  old,  unconcerned  about

world,     therefore  we  know  that  there  is  no  life   love

Your  mind  is  what  you  remember  all  of  the 
mean  things  that  you  have  heard  about  yourself,  and 
gives  you  the  self-afflicted  punishment  or  experience 
that  you  nwd  to  awaken  within  you  the  consciousness 
of  the  truth  that  does  not  have  to  remember,  and  that 
does  not  forgive  or  condemn  anything,  for  everything 
that  we  do  we  do  unto  ourselves,  therefore  we  punish 
ourselves  by  our  own  ignorance  until  we  do  know,  and 
to  know  is  Clirist  or  truth,  call  it  what  you  may. 
Calling  anything  by  a  name  to  distinguish  it  from 
something  that  you  call  by  some  other  name  does  not 
make  it  so.     We  only  believe  the  same  to  give  us  an 
experience  that  we  need  to  awaken  some  truth  within 
our  o\\n  inner  consciousness. 

When  we  have  the  truth  awakened  to  any  great 
extent  we  will  not  say  to  our  fellow  men  and  women

would  not  have  to  reap  pains  and  aches,  but  we  wish 
ycu  to^bear  in  mind  that  if  you  will  sow  you  cannot 
escape  the  harvest.    That  is  one  thing  that  no  one  can

other  namo,  just  to  distinguish  what  they  call  by  one

Any- 
thing that  can  be  felt,  tasted  or  seen  we  call  belief, 
for  it  is  not,  it  only  appears  to  be  for  a  time  to  give 
us  the  experience  that  will  awaken  the  truth  within 
our  inner  consciousness  which  is,  for  you  cannot  add 
to  or  take  away  from  the  same,  because  it  is  truth,

throu-h  all  eternity,  a  universe  without  l)ej,'innins  or 
<''id.     Truth  and  life  are  one  to  the  writer,  l)ecaus.> 
they    belong   to   oneness.      We   have   heard   so-called 
l<'arned  men  and  women  say  that  Jesus  never  lived 
and  they  do  not  stop  to  see  the  life  that  was  in  the 
words  of  the  Christ  or  individual  consciousness  of  the 
person  that  we  call  Jesus  ring  down  the  ages,  and  arc^ 
not  only  in  the  mouths  of  His  friends,  hut  also  in  the 
mouths  of  His  would-he  enemies,  and  why?

you  eannot  love  your  mother  and  hate  your  brother, 
because  love  is  divine  and  belongs  to  oneo'css,  there- 
fore is  univei-sal,  so  that  you  cannot  love  one  until 
you  love  all,  regardless  of  color,  nationality  or  posi- 
tion in  the  world  of  belief.

Cbrist  taught  flK.  truth  to  the  world,  and  nearlv 
^^11  of  the  churches  of  to-,lay  were  built  on  the  teacb- 
ngs  of  Cbrist.  or,  in  other  words,  what  thev  believe  to 
bo  the  teachings  of  the  Master  of  old,  or  Uie  Man  of 
<'alilee     When  we  say  man  in  this  sense,  we  do  not 
mean  Jesus    b.^ause  Jesus  represents  the  person  or 
the  world  of  belief  as  truly  as  (^hrist  represents  the 
"lan  that   wa.s  created  by  the  conscious  God  of  the 
universe,  which  we  call  the  individual,  because  he  is 
ot  divine  origin  and  possessed  oneness  .and  when  we 
poss,>ss  oneness,  you  cannot  add  to  or  take  awav  from 
lu.  same,  for  there  is  nothing  to  add,  and  nothi'ng  can 
>o  taken  away,   because   when  oneness  possesses   all 
things  that  were  or  can  be  created,  there  is  nothing 
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to  take  anything  away  from  the  same,  and  everything 
that  belongs  to  oneness  must  endure  forever,  because 
when  you  possess  oneness  and  know  the  same,  there 
13  nothing  that  takes  energy,  for  you  will  not  have 
to  look  to  any  other  soucre  for  there  is  no  other  source 
to  look  to;  therefore  you  conserve  all  energy  within 
thi'  oneness  of  your  own  consciousness,  that  to  us  is 
life,  and  anything  that  takes  energy  we  call  death 
no  matter  to  us  what  you  call  the  same.    We  are  not 
you,  and  you  are  not  us,  and  as  you  are  living  your 
own  hf,s  and  we  are  living  ours,  you  are  getting  vour 
experience  in  your  own  way,  and  we  have  got  ours  in

Now  we  say,  and  we 
say  It  emphatically,  that  anything  than  can  be  proven 
to  our  fellow  men  and  women  is  what  we  call  belief 
because  you  can  prove  it  to  their  heads,  which  are  in 
the  world  and  of  the  world  which  we  call  belief   br 
cause  It  will  consume  itself  and  pass  away,  and  ^ye 
^^m  torget  the  same,  because  we  never  knew  the  same 
we  only  believed  that  we  did,  because  we  could  prove 
the  same  to  our  fellow  men  and  women,   and  the 
simple  fact  that  you  can  prove  the  same  from  one  to 
another  IS  proof  positive  that  you  never  knew  it,  you 
only  believe  that  you  did;  for  all  truth  belongs  to  one- 
ness and  It  was  a  free  gift  to  all,  and  cannot  be  proven 
or  imparted  from  one  to  another,  and  anything  that 
.vou  believe  to  be  truth,  and  you  can  prove  it  to  an- 
other or  be  taught  by  any  of  the  men  and  women 
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t-liat  tlio  world  evor  know,  is  only  a  belief  of  the  head, 
and  not  a  knowledge,  for  all  truth  or  knowledge  is  a 
part  of  ont-ness,  and  the  smallest  part  of  oneness  pos- 
sesse.s  the  whole. 

Yon  will  see  that  as  no  truth  can  be  taught  from 
one  to  another,  that  there  is  no  truth  in  the  whole 
world,  for  you  can  teach  children  that  this  is  the  way 
to  do  so  and  so;  you  can  teach  men  and  women  to 
make  almost  anything  that  you  call  by  some  name  to 
distinguish  the  thing  that  you  were  taught  to  call  a 
spade  from  what  you  call  a  piano,  and  you  can  teach 
them  to  make  what  you,  call  a  steam  engine,  oi  how- 
to  make  what  you  call  a  watch  or  clock,  in  fact,  you 
can  teach  men  and  women  to  do  anything  that  can  bo 
nuule  out  of  what  you  call  gold,  silver,  iron  or  wood, 
or  any  other  name  that  you  please,  in  fact,  you  can 
teach  men  and  women  to  do  anything  that  can  be 
done  in  the  world  of  belief,  because  it  is  only  the  form 
world,  and  you  can  teach  men  and  women  to  mould 
ahnost  any  form  that  man's  ingenuity  can  think  of, 
but  anything  that  men  and  women  can  make  will  con- 
sume itself;  all  it  requires  is  plenty  of  time,  and  as 
all  tim;'  is  man  made,  you  can  give  things  all  the 
time  that  thoy  need  to  consume  themselves,  and  pass 
away  and  be  forgotten;  because  out  of  nothing  only 
belief,  they  came  to  give  men  and  women  the  very 
experiences  that  they  need  to  awaken  within  their 
own  consciousness  the  truth  of  the  oneness  of  all 
things  that  were  created  by  the  consciousness  God  or 
law  of  the  universe,  and  they  will  endure  forever. 
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liiit  all  that  V..'  call  belief  was  created  by  tlie  uncon- 
scious Hod  of  Hie  world,  and  will  consume  themselves 
in  their  own  exertion  to  move,  ami  as  all  enerjiy 
only  exists  to  give  us  the  experience  that  we  need, 
then  consumes  itself  in  its  own  exertion  to  do  things, 
only  born  of  the  need  of  our  individual  consciousness 
to  awaken  the  truth  until  we  know,  then  they  cease, 
because  there  is  no  further  use  for  tlie  same;  in  other 
words,  they  have  nothing  to  feed  upon,  and  that  is 
the  duration  of  existence. 

As  all  truth  puts  all  men  and  women  and  all  things 
on  one  level,  and  makes  all  men  and  women  agree;  not 
agr.-e  that  what  I  believe  to  be  right  is  right  for  all, 
but  that  each  one  is  right  on  hi.s  or  her  own  plane  of 
consciousness,  and  that  there  is  no  rule  that  is  right 
or  wrong  for  all,  for  what  is  right  for  me  may  not  be 
right  for  you,  because  each  one  is  living  their  own 
life,  and  geting  their  own  experience  in  their  own 
way,  so  that  as  the  truth  is  developed  within  our 
own  conscioiLsnt^s,  to  the  same  degree  will  we  agree 
with  all  mankind,  and  ceas;'  to  find  fault  with  our 
brother  man  because  he  does  not  do  everything  that 
we  do,  and  l)elieve  everything  is  right  or  wrong  just 
as  we  do;  and  for  t'his  reason  we  cannot  see  any  trutii 
in  tlK>  so-called  churches  of  the  present  day,  because 
no  two  of  them  agree  on  all  subjects,  and  each  one 
starts  a  n;>w  sect  or  religion  to  satisfy  what  they  be- 
lieve fo  be  the  truth;  for  if  they  had  builded  on  the 
truth,  instead  of  belief,  there  would  be  only  one  reli- 
gion in  the  world.     But  we  find  that  they  all  believt; 
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that  they  are  right;  or,  in  other  words,  that  they  have 
the  truth,  and  their  neighbors  have  not,  therefore 
there  are  nearly  as  many  religions  in  the  world  as  there 
are  men  and  women,  and,  if  there  is  not,  it  is  tl- 
fault  of  the  men  and  women  of  the  world,  because 
there  are  no  two  heads  that    ever    did  agree  in  all 
things,  because  with  our  own  heads  we  believe,  and  wo 
only  know  what  has  been  awakened  within  our  own 
mmr  consciousness  by  the  experiences  of  the   five 
senses  of  flesh  and  blood;  for  no  two  heads  are  alike 
and  cannot  agree;  if  they  did  they  would  all  get  the 
same  experience ;  but  when  each  one  is  ■    iTerent,  they 
all  need  a  different  experience  to  awaken  the  same 
truth  witliin  their  own  individual  consciousness,  and 
as  our  individualities  are  all  oneness,  and  all  possess 
all  things  that  all  possess,  therefore  must  be  the  crea- 
tion of  one  law,  and  ruled  by  the  same  law,  therefore 
must  agree,  because  they  have  builded  on  the  founda- 
tion of  truth  instead  of  belief,  because  all  truth  being 
the  law  of  oneness,  agrees  in  all  things;  therefore  the 
church  of  the  future  will  build  on  the  rock  of  truth, 
and  stand  forever,  so  do  not  say  that  you  know,  un-

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We   wish   that   men   and   women    would    trv   and 
know  themselves,  and  they  can  only  know  themselves 
l.y  what  they  reflect  in  their  fellow  men  and  women 
and  all  that  you  see  in  your  fellow  men  and  women 
IS  a  reflectio.i  of  something  that  needs  your  attention 
at  home,  because  you  are  a  miniature  world  and  a 
nnniature  universe  combined;  your  body  is  the  world 
and  your  individuality  is  the  universe  when  vou  be- 
come conscious  of  the  same,  and  as  all  consciousness 
or  truth  must  be  awakened  by  experience,  you  see 
faults  in  others  for  to  jfive  you  the  experience  that 
you  ne.-d  to  purify  that  fault  in  you.    The  truth   be 
ing  oneness,  never  finds  any  fault  with  anybody   so 
'lo  not  wn  anyone  that  you  have  the  truth,  and  laugh 
at  the  supposed  ignorance  of  your  fellow  men  and  wo- 
m«n,  for  you  can  only  laugh  at  your  own  ignorance, 
because  you  possess  all  of  the  ignorance  that  the  most 
Ignorant   possess,    and   all   of  the   so-called   goodness 
that  the  most  learned  possess,  for  each  one  is  one- 
ness; therefore  eaeh  one  possesses  all  that  the  whole 
possesses,  and  when  you  have  had  the  experience  that 
has  awakened  your  inner  consciousness  to  the  truth 
of  the  oneness  of  all  things,  you  will  know  that  in- 
dividually we  are  all  alike,  for  we  are  all  oneness     But 
personally  we  are  all  different,  because  we  each  need 
a  different  experience  to  awaken  the  same  truth  within 
your  own  consciousness,  because  each  one  is  goin^  to 
one  place,  but  by  very  different  roads  or  wavs,  and  it 
does  not  matter  what  each  one  does,  he  pays  the  pen-

So,  if  you  would  he  a  Christian,  seek  the  truth  in 
the  reeesses  of  your  own  eonseiousness  in  your  own 
way,  and  do  not  allow  anyone  to  t.'aeh  you  only  your 
own  i^rnoranee,  l,y  th;.  .■xperienees  that  your  own 
ijrnoranee  alon.'  ean  jjive  you,  and  as  the  truth  is 
aunak.'.ied  within  your  own  individual  consciousness, 
vou  will  cease  to  dictate  or  fin<l  any  fault  with  your 
ii.'i«lil.or.  or  let  hin.  do  tl^e  sam,-  to  you;  and  as  vou 
ivceive  the  truth,  in  the  same  decree  will  you  cJase 
to  (ind  fault  with  your  fellow  men  and  women;  so 
when  you  know  the  truth  you  cannot  be  mistaken 
lH;eause  the  more  of  the  truth  that  has  been  awakened' 
within  your  own  consciousness,  will  be  the  liberty  of 
tliou-ht  that  you  possesis,  and  you  cannot  have 'any 
more  liberty  yourself  than  you  are  willing  to  grant 
all  mankvitl. 

As  you  gn)w  into  the  image  and  likeness  of  the 
oneness  or  (Jod.  in  the  same  degree  do  you  become  a 
Christian,  and  it  does  not  matter  what  you  believe,  ^yo..

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pass  from  our  baok  of  remembrance  as  soon  as  we 
have  no  further  use  for  the  same. 

Intellectuality  is  what  the  churches  of  to-day  are 
built   upon  instead  of  actual  knowledge  or  truth 
which  IS  one  and  the  same  thing  to  the  writer,  and  ai 
all  the  churches  that  we  have  ever  came  in  contact 
witn  yet  teach  the  great  fundamental  teaching  that 
3-ou  must  believe  that  Jesus  paid  it  all  or  that  God

build  on  the  sands  of  time  the  floodgates  of  knowledge 
would  wash  them  away,  and  He  also  taught  that  by 
the  same  law  that  you  forgive  all  mankind  you  were 
forgiven  and  no  other  law,  and  by  the  law  that  you 
condemn  any  man  you  were  already  condemned  and 
no  other  law,  because  there  is  only  one  law  in  God's 
whole  universe,  and  you  are  that  law,  so  that  He  was 
speaking  m  accordance  with  that  law  when  He  said 
that  just  as  you  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of 
these  My  brethren  you  have  done  it  unto  Me. 

When  we  understand  that  me  meanc  in  that  sense 
the  law  that  each  one  is,  and  that  you  cannot  do  a 
!nean  act  except  that  you  have  done  the  same  to  your- 
self, because  the  one  law  that  created  and  rules  all 
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things  is  j.bsoluteiy  just  to  all,  because  each  one  is  the 
law  and  it  cannot  bo  otherwise  if  what  we  sow  wi« 
also  reap,  what  does  so-called  Chri.stianity  mean  when 
It  says  that  if  you  believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
yon  will  l;o  saved  or  for-iven,  we  fail  to  find  anything 
lo   be  saved   from   except  yourself,   for  if  you   were 
created  in  the  image  and  likeness  of  God,  which  if  it 
means  anything  means  everything  that  is,   for  God, 
.goodness  or  oneness  is  all  and  in  all,  and  through  all. 
and   we  cannot  find  anything  to  be  saved   from  or 
forgiven  for,  because  if  our  inner  self  is  all  and  in 
all,  that  means  oneness,  there  is  nothing  to  forgive 
and  nothing  that  we  can  be  .sived  from  except  our- 
•sdvc's,  and  if  wr  are  such  a  demon  that  we  need  to 
Iv   forgiven   we   must    have  sown  condemnation    and 
It    we   have  sown   condemnation   we   must   expect   to 
reap  the  same,  because  the  law  which  we  are  is  just 
to  all,  therefore  if  we  wish  (o  escape  reaping  we  must 
cea.^e  sowing. 

AVhat   is  intellectuality?     To   us  it    is  the   direct 
opposite  of  spirituality,  and  we  have  never  vet  seen 
tlH'in  in  one  human  being.     Intellectuality  as  we  un- 
d'Tsfand  the  same  is  so-called  education  of  the  minds 
"t  men  and  women  througli  colleges,  so  that  they  u.se 
liirirc  wor.Is  and  good  grammar  in  tlieir  intellectual 
"■'at.  and  it  is  what  they  have  to  s?ll  in  t)ie  marb'ts 
of  the  world.     It   is  nothing  more  or  less  than  com- 
mon   mcrchandi.se.     If  you   can   mak.-   anything  else 
out  of  the  saiiie  you  can  accomplish  that  which  the 
writer  cannot,  and  to  us  that  i.s  the  stock  and  trade- 
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of  iill  of  the  so-called  collcjros  of  the  world,  for  it  has 
hi'cii  our  experience  that  eolhfic  edjicalion  swells  our 
hejids  and  makes  us  helieve  that  we  are  better  than 
oui-   Ii'ss    fortunate    i)rolht'r   in    the   world,    whieh    at 
l)t'sf  is  only  belief,  and  you  notice  how  self-important 
it  will  make  him.  and  thanks  be  to  the  law  of  oneness 
whieh   we  are  he  is  no  better  than   wo,  althou<rh   he 
hi'licves  ll;at  he  knows  more  than  we  do,  and  can  do 
what    his   brother   cannot.      lie    for<rets    in    his   self- 
imporlance  or  his  ej^otistical  bi'licf  in  his  own  super- 
iority of  his  fellow-men  and  women  that  all  are  one- 
ness, and   created   by  the  same  intellij?ence  and  all 
alike  si)iritually,  and  that  all  of  the  beliefs  in  the  whole 
world  do;'s  not  establish  one  truth,  and  we  wish  to 
lie  put  on  record  for  asserting  that  all  of  the  so-called 
intellectuality  in  all  of  the  men  and  women  that  ever 
were  born  or  ever  will  be  is  not  worth  to  mankind  as 
much  a.s  the  .smallest  truth  in  the  whole  universe  of 
oneness  or  (rod,  we  care  not  what  you  call  the  same, 
bccausi>   intellectuality    is   in    the    world   and   of   the 
world,  and  when  the  truth  has  been  awakened  in  your 
individuality    sufficient    to    know    wbat    the    blaster 
Christ  meant  when  He  said  that  "I  am  in  the  world 
but  not  of  the  world,"  you  will  also  know  that  all 
truth  may  be  in  the  world  but  it  cannot  be  of  the 
world,  for  the  simple  reason  the  world  is  oidy  belief, 
and  only  exists  until  we  have  received  the  experience 
that    we   need,   throug'h   the    five   senses   of   so-called 
matter,  and  that  cannot  be  gained  in  any  other  way, 
because   all   truth    is  possessed    i)y   all   and   must   be 
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Jiwjiki'iu'd  by  experience,  the  only  teacher  of  the  abso- 
lute truth  in  the  universe;  so  you  will  see  that  truth 
can  be  in  the  world  but  not  of  the  world  because  the 
truth  endures  forever,  and  the  world  coiisuiiies  itself 
as  soon  as  the  object  for  which  it  was  created  in  the 
separate  minds  of  men  and  women,  because  we  only 
believe  that  we  are  separated  to  give  us  an  experience 
that  could  not  be  obtained  in  any  other  wa>,  but  in 
truth  we  are  all  oneness  and  cannot  be  separated,  we 
only  l>elieve  tiiat  we  can  to  give  us  the  experience 
thai  we  need  to  awaken  the  consciousness  of  the  truth 
of  our  oneness,  so  you  can  plainly  see  if  you  have  had 
the  experience  that  intellectuality  is  an  attribute  of 
men  and  women  and  dof>s  not  belong  to  man  or  one- 
ness. 

When  you  go  to  church  you  find  that  each  church 
is  trying  lo  draw  the  largest  congregation,  and  each 
try  to  hire  the  most  intellectual  preacher,  no  matter 
how  sensational  he  may  be;  if  he  will  only  draw  the 
crowds,  he  is  a  gn-at  preacher,  and  the  more  intel- 
lectual or  sensational  the  larger  the  crowds  will  be 
that  go  to  hear  liim,  the  greater  the  divine  he  will  be 
to  the  world  of  Ijelief,  and  if  they  cannot  afford  to 
hire  a  s(-nsational  preacher  that  will  draw  the  crowds 
they  will  ra'-ort  to  other  means  to  attract  the  crowds, 
and  the  greater  the  crowds  the  greater  the  collection 
they  believe  that  they  will  receive,  and  the  more  good 
the  world  will  believe  that  they  do,  just  because  their 
intelltM^fuality  or  sensjitional  preaching  pleases  the 
minds  of  the  most  worldly  men  and  women  of  to-day. 
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«ii(l  llu-y  are  lauded  up  into  the  skies  to-day,  but  ti.ev 
are  soon  forgotten,  because  by  their  fruits  they  shall 
l>o  known,  and  what  is  fhe  fruits  T    It  is  not  hy  their 
ai'ts  ,n  the  worhl  of  belief,  bet-ause  we  can  nmke  men 
«ml  women  believe  that  we  are  something  different  to 
what  we  appear  to  be,  because  in  this  world  of  decep- 
tion wo  can  hide  everything  from  our  fellow  men  and 
women  and  make  them  believe  that  we  are  not  like 
other  men  simply  because  we  have  been  educated  in 
tl..-  «.Ilege  made  by  men  and  women,  and  we  have 
jrrown  smart  in  the  ways  of  the  world,  and  we  can 
hide  ourselves  behind  a  cloak  of  our  own  making,  and 
we  can  tell  people  almost  anything,  and  they  will 
l>elieve  the  same  of  us  simply  because  they  believe  that 
we  cannot  tell  a  lie,  but  when  we  have  had  sufficient 
experience  we  will  know  that  it  does  not  matter  how 
^^x)d  we  can  make  other  people  believe  that  we  are 
but  tliat  we  are  just  as  good  as  we  believe  that  our 
brother  men  and  women  are,  and  no  better,  and  what 
they  see  and  believe  in  us  is  only  something  that  they 
med  to  remedy  within  themselves,  for  all  are  known 
h-  th.'  life  that  they  live,  and  not  what  other  men  and 
^^•omen  believe  that  they  are,  for  if  you  live  the  truth 
every  word  that  you  utter  is  permeated  with  the  life 
and  as  all  life  is  eternal,  ages  may  roll  by  and  sink 
n.:o  forgetfulnese,  but  the  words  that  are  spoken  by 
those  that  have  the  truth  and  live  tlie  truth  endure 
forever,  and  cannot  be  taken  away  from  or  added 
thereto,  because  they  belong  to  God  or  oneness,  a  uni- 
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I'causc  it  is  the  t-vcic 
oneness. 

Did  .vou  ever  stand  ut  a  church   door  when   tho 
<-onfrroj?ation  was  coming  out  and  listen  to  the  con- 
versation  of  the   men   and   wom.-n   when   thoy    wore 
n'turnin-    home    after    hearing   a   great    intellectual 
treat  that  they  had  been  listening  to  from  some  of 
the   world's   intellectual   giants,   and   you   heard   re- 
'"arks  like  these:    Wa.s  not  he  grand,  did  you  ever 
hvnr  such  a  good  sermon?  he  is  a  great  man,  he  is 
.lust   lovely;   oh,   such   an   intellectual    treat    I   never 
heard  before;  he  is  the  best  learned  man  I  ever  heard 
or  he  IS  just  grand  and  he  know.s  what  heis  talkin- 
about:  oh,  I  wish  I  had  his  education.     Now  wliat  we 
WKsli  you  to  do  is  just  wait  for  a  few  rlays  and  you 
wdl  hear  some  other  supposed  great  divine  and'  he 
will  contradict  a  lot  of  the  sayings  of  the  wonderful 
man  that  you  heard  the  other  day,  and  you  have  for- 
gotten to  such  an  extent  that  the  other's  thoughts  have 
failed  to  sink  into  your  consciousness  an-i  you  will 
liear  the  same  remarks  alK>ut  him  that  vou  did  about 
the  great  intellectual  giant  of  the  other  dav,  and  never 
stop  to  think  that  in  a  short  time  you  will  hear  some- 
one else,  and  you  will  be  carried  away  with  the  things 
that  he  says,  although  they  may  be  very  different  in 
I>oth  the  wording  and  the  moaning  of  the  one  that

but  withm  your  own  mind,  n'umnhvr  in  this  case  w,. 
say  mind  ins'.ead  of  consHousn^ss,  because  vou  know 
with   your  consciousness   for  it  endures  forev-r,   but 
your  muKl  is  self-consuming,  and  as  soon  as  we 'have 
no  turther  need  for  the  sam,-  it  consumes  itself  and 
passes   away   and   is    forj^otten,   because   it   was  o.dy 
•■reated  ni  your  si'parate  consciousness  to  jjive  vou  the 
.■xi>enenc,.  that  would  eventually  awak<^n  vou"  to  the 
<livin.'  consciousn.'ss  of  your  onr„ess  with  all  life   love 
and  liberty.

With  our  memories 
we   ren.ember  and  w   forpret.   but  when   it  has  l)een 
awakened  by  the  exp,Tiene.>s  that  the  five  sen.ses  alone 
<'an  {Tive  us  in  our  inner  consciousness  we  do  not  have 
t«  re,nem.ber  or  forget  the  same,  beoause  it  is  our  real 
self  that   was  created  by  the  God  or  onene&s  of  the 
xniver-se.     You  may  call  it  the  individuality  or  the 
soul,  or  even  the  e-o,  it  will  niake  no  difference  to  us 
'"■••atise  all  truth  is  as  unchangeable  as  the  God  that 
save  the  same,  and  it  matters  not  by  what  name  we 
'•all  It  by,  for  emh  one  has  been  taught  to  call  almost 
anyllnng  by  difTerent  names,  and  still  we  mean  one 
and  the  same  thing,  so  we  do  not  find  fault  with  our 
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fellow  mon  ami  women  be<.-!iuse  they  do  not  see 
through  our  glasses,  for  each  thought  is  lenscd  only 
by  the  experience  that  we  have  had,  or  need  to  awaken 
the  same  truth  within  our  own  inner  consciousness,  so 
broaden  out  in  your  understanding  and  give  our 
fellow  men  and  women  the  same  riglit  to  think  and 
act  for  themselves  «s  we  wish  them  to  gi>o  us,  for 
as  fast  as  the  truth  has  been  awakened  within  ourselves 
we  will  agree  with  our  brother  men  and  women,  and 
when  liny  have  had  sufficient  punishment  that  experi- 
ence alone  can  give  will  thoy  too  agree  with  us,  no 
more  and  no  le.ss. 

When  we  have  schools  and  colleges  founded  on 
tile  rock  of  truth  and  not  ])efore  will  we  know  that 
true  education  is  not  to  tell  the  cliild  that  we  call  this 
a  tree  and  that  a  horse  and  that  a  potato;  we  will  try 
and  draw  out  of  them  what  they  always  possessed,  and 
that  each  one  in  the  whole  world  possessed  and  was  a 
free  gift  to  all,  because  it  is  their  birthright,  and  can- 
not lie  taken  away  from  or  added  to,  and  when  we 
I'oalize  this  we  will  know  that  one  is  no  better  or  worse 
than  all  anti  that  all  is  as  bad  as  any  of  them  and  that 
they  are  as  good  as  all,  because  all  are  oneness.  How 
some  people  believe  that  they  can  teach  their  fellow 
men  and  women  the  truth  is  an  enigma  that  we  cannot 
understand,  for  we  know  and  know  that  we  know 
that  each  one  possesses  the  whole,  but  we  also  know 
that  as  long  as  we  only  believe  that  we  know  we  will 
have  such  a  swelled  head  that  we  will  believe  that  we 
can  teach  all  mankind  the  truth,  and  it  will  take  a  lot 
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of  experience  to  awaken  us  to  the  understanding  that 
we  do  not  know  any  more  than  the  most  ignorant 
person  in  the  world,  because  all  knowledge  is  a  free 
gift  of  oneness,  and  the  law  of  God  or  oneness  knows 
no  difference  in  all  mankind,  because  they  are  all 
that  He  is,  therefore  they  all  possess  oneness,  and 
when  you  get  teachers  that  have  had  the  experience 
that  they  have  been  awakened  to  the  truth  they  will 
also  know  that  all  that  they  can  do  for  you  is  to 
unfold  or  develop  that  which  you  have,  for  they  will 
know  tJiat  you  possess  all  that  they  do,  but  are  uncon- 
scious of  the  same,  and  it  is  only  by  them  possessing 
the  conscious  knowledge  that  will  enable  them  to  draw 
the  same  out  of  the  child,  for  true  education  does  not 
consist  of  putting  your  thoughts  or  beliefs  into  the 
child,  but  to  awaken  a  child  to  the  consciousness  of 
its  own  divinity.

and  we  will  never  cease  to  inflict  self-made  punish- 
ment until  we  do  know  the  truth.     Each   religious

liavc  liuilt  on  llic  sands  of  time.  Wo  haw  ofttMi  hcanl 
jx'oplr  sa.v  that  [  know  that  my  RofWnicr  li\>tli, 
and  tliat  I  know  that  Christ  died  for  th.-m  and  th.-y 
kno«  that  they  arc  saved,  and  thoir  hrothcr  that  coulll 
not  h."lit'v<>  .just  as  th.»y  do  is  doomed  to  a  holl  forever 
and  forever,  to  a|)pease  the  wrath  of  an  imajfinary 
god.  when  the  one  that  they  believe  is  lost  is  five  times 
better  to  his  felhtw  men  and  women,  and  all  the  fault 
that  he  has  is  that  he  cannot  believe  the  rubbish  that 
they  do.  but  he  has  a  charaeter  that  will  take  care  of 
him  regardless  of  what  his  brother  man  believes,  but 
the  one  that  believe.s  that  he  is  saved  and  his  good 
brother  is  lost  cannot  do  hardly  anything  for  his 
fellow  men  and  women,  because  it  takes  him  nearly  all 
of  his  time  looking  after  his  character,  never  thinking 
that  if  his  character  was  one-half  as  good  as  he  be- 
lieves it  were  it  would  look  after  him  while  he  was 
going  about  doing  good  to  his  f.dlow  men  and 
women  that  were  more  unfortunate  than  he. 

AVhat  we  have  been  trying  to  show  the  reader  is 
that  the  world  wa.s  built  out  of  the  need  of  experience 
of  iiuinkind  to  britrg  them  to  the  understanding  of  our 
oneness  with  all  life,  and  we  all  believe  different  things 
that  cause  all  of  the  ditf'erent  religious  sects,  and  we 
<Io  not  wish  to  find  any  fault  with  any  belief  that  each 
one  entertains,  because  we  all  need  a  different  experi- 
ence to  bring  iis  to  the  same  end  or  understanding, 
and  that  perfect  obedience  to  the  law  of  divinity 
wliieh  we  all  are.  and  we  will  punish  ourselves  until 
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we  reali/o  our  oin-ness  with  the  om-  will  of  ih,-  mii- 
verso.  and  we  can  say  with  tlio  Master  of  old.  "Not 
My  will  l.nt  Thy  will  h,.  done,"  aii.l  when  \\i-  have 
lirous^ht  oursflv  s  into  coniplfti'  ohi'dicncc  to  the  on».> 
will  Ity  sclf-intlicti'd  exprriem-c  ntitil  we  can  say  with 
Christ,  it  is  not  me  hut  the  Father  that  does  the  work 
Ihroujrh  me.  in  other  words  we  iiave  attained  complete 
ohedi«'ncc  to  the  ono  will  of  the  universe,  tliroujrh  the 
experiences  of  the  tive  senses  of  the  personality. 

We  have  heard  it  preached  from  time  immemorial 
that  we  must  know  the  truth  ami  the  trutii  will  set  us 
fr.    ,  and  we  are  still  in  tlir  hondape  of  our  own  i^jnor- 
ance  and  we  can  i)reach,  ov  we  can  listen  to  the  so- 
called  Word  of  (Jod  preached  hy  men  and  women  that 
lu  lieve  that  they  are  hetter  than  you  for  all  time,  and 
you  do  not  ^row  any  kinder  or  truer  than  you  were 
Ix'fore  you  heard  the  .same,  and  you  never  will  until 
you  have  had  the  experience  that  has  avvekened  the 
truth    within    your   own   consciousness   and   live    the 
same.      It  is  not  what  you  preacii  that  will  awaken 
Mii'M    and    women    to   the   consciousness  of  the   truth 
within  themselves,  hut  what  you  live.     You  may  po.s- 
.M'ss  all    truth    for  all   time,   and   it   will    avail   you 
nothing  until  you  have  been  made  conscious  of  the 
same  throu:,di  pains  and  aches,  trials  and  trit)ulations 
of  your  own   makinj?  and  live  the  truth.     It  is  not 
enoujrh    to   believe   that  you   know   that   all   truth   is 
within  you,  or  even  to  know  that  you  know  that  you 
pos.sess  all  truth,  but  you  must  live  the  truth,  and  by 
the  de«rree  of  truth  that  you  live  i.s  your  words  per- 
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meated  with  the  life  that  you  live,  so  that  you  are 
known  by  the  life  that  is  in  your  words  to  stay  in  the 
consciousness  of  men  and  women  of  the  world  of  belief 
or  experience,  call  it  what  you  may,  you  will  1  ave  to 
have  the  experience  to  make  you  cease  to  believe,  and 
then  knowledge  will  be  ever  present. 

Life  being  the  sum  and  substance  of  all  things 
combined  in  oneness,  and  we  wish  you  to  remember 
that  you  only  can  utilize  the  amount  of  life  that  you 
are  conscious  of  at  the  present  time,  and  you  are  only 
conscious  of  life  to  the  <same  degree  that  you  have 
liberated  yourself  from  the  bondage  of  your  own  ignor- 
ance, so  just  in  accordance  as  you  are  willing  to  give 
to  your  fellow  men  and  women  every  privilege  and 
every  right  that  you  would  have  them  give  unto  your- 
self is  the  life  that  you  consciously  possess,  and  the 
fact  that  you  possess  all  life  is  of  no  avail  unless  you 
are  conscious  of  the  same,  so  if  you  would  unfold  life 
in  your  own  consciousness  you  must  first  be  kind  to 
all  and  forgive  all,  and  be  true  to  all,  for  if  you  do 
that  it  is  because  you  love  all,  and  love  in  the  true 
sense  means  to  be  absolutely  just  to  all,  and  nothing 
short  of  that  is  loving  all.    You  cannot  have  life  but 
it  will  make  you  love  all  to  the  extent  of  the  life  that 
you  are  conscious  of,  and  when  you  love  all  you  are 
just  to  all,  so  you  need  not  ask  your  neighbor  if  you 
iiave  life,  because  you  will  know  by  the  justice  that 
you  mete  out  to  your  fellow  men  and  women,  because 
the  self-same  justice  will  -be  meted  out  to  you  again, 
.for  you  are  the  law  that  we  call  God,  so  if  you  feel 
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that  anyone  is  beneath  you,  or  that  you  are  better 
than  the  lowest,  the  blackest  or  the  most  immoral  in 
the  whole  universe  there  is  something  within  yourself 
that  needs  to  be  purified,  and  if  you  find  fault  with 
anyone  or  condemn  anybody,  you  need  to  look  for  the 
fault  within  the  recesses  of  your  own  consciousness 
and  you  will  find  it  there,  because  you  are  the  whole 
universe,  but  unconscious  of  the  same,  and  if  you  were 
pure  yourself  you  could  not  see  anything  in  your 
fellow  men  and  women  to  find  fault  with,  or  con- 
demn, because  you  have  purified  yourself  hy  the  self- 
inflicted  punishment  that  you  have  given  yourself 
by  the  belief  that  you  saw  your  own  faults  reflected  in 
the  outer  world,  or  in  other  words  in  the  acts  of  your 
brother  man,  so  remember  the  old  sayiag  that  to  the 
pure  all  things  are  pure;  that  is  an  absolute  truth 
because  each  one  is  the  whole  universe  itself  and  can 
only  know  himself  by  what  he  sees  or  believes  that  he 
sees  in  his  fellow  men  and  women  of  the  world.    We 
hear  people  say  every  day,  can  I  not  see  that  so-and- 
so  is  drunk  and  I  do  not  drink?    That  is  so  only  on 
this  plane  of  consciousness,  and  when  you  see  a  man 
or  woman  drunk  and  you  condemn  them  for  their 
Ignorance,  it  is  not  because  you  saw  them  drunk  that 
you  condemned  them;  it  was  because  yon  have  not 
got  from  under  the  law  of  condemnation  in  your  own 
self  yet,  for  no  man  can  condemn  anybody  after  he 
ceases  to  condemn  himself,  or  in  other  words  has  so 
purified  his  own  inner  self  through  the  experiences 
that  he  has  gained  through  the  five  senses  of  the  so- 
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(•{illi'd  personality  that  lie  is  no  longer  under  the  law 
of  con<leinnation,  therefore  he  cannot  condemn  any- 
body for  anything  because  he  recognizes  his  oneness 
•with  all  life. 

We  see  with  the  illumination  of  our  prophetic 
vision  an  association  looming  up  in  the  future  that 
has  no  religion,  creed  or  dogma,  but  takes  within  its 
<Mnl)rac-e  all  of  the  so-^'pUed  religious  bodies  of  the 
world,  because  the  truth  will  awaken  in  the  conscious- 
ness of  men  and  women,  so  that  they  will  realize  that 
each  one  is  a  law  unto  himself,  or  herself,  and  that  it 
is  an  individual  matter*  with  ourselves,  and  that  we 
cannot  dictate  to  our  fellow  men  and  women,  because 
we  will  recognize  the  fact  that  they  are  a  law  unto 
themselves  and  that  they  are  just  as  right  as  we,  al- 
tliough  they  may  do  things  that  we  would  not  do,  and 
see  everything  through  different  glasses  from  what  we 
do  and  still  be  just  as  right  as  we  are. 

We  have  believed  that  we  were  Christians  for 
many  years.  Some  believe  that  they  are  Methodists, 
others  believe  that  they  are  Baptists,  and  others  be- 
lieve that  they  are  Presbyterians,  and  others  believe 
that  they  are  Roman  Catholics,  and  others  believe  that 
they  are  Unitarians,  and  others  believe  that  they  are 
Christian  Scientists,  and  others  believe  that  they  are 
spiritualists,  and  you  coaild  go  on  enumerating  what 
some  believe  until  you  realize  that  no  two  believe  ex- 
actly the  same,  because  each  one  is  living  his  own 
life  and  getting  his  experience  in  his  own  way,  and  as 
■eaeli  one  needs  a  different  experience  to  gain  the  same

end,  because  there  are  no  two  personalities  tiiat  need 
the  self-same  experience  to  awaken  them  to  the  real- 
ization of  their  oneness  with  all  life,  and  when  we 
liave  gained  the  experience  through  the  five  senses  of 
the  person  that  will  bring  us  to  the  realization  of  our 
own  onenms  we  will  know  that  we  need  no  religion  to 
bind  us  to  ourselves,  because  we  will  know  that  we  are 
at  onement  with  all  life,  love,  liberty  and  intelligence 
111  the  whole  universe,  therefore  all  of  the  creeds  and 
religious  dogmas  that  we  ever  believed  were  for  one 
purpose  only,  and  that  was  to  bring  our  wills  in  com- 
plete subjection  to  the  one  will  of  the  universe,  so  that 
we  would  have  complete  control  over  self,  and  say 
with  the  Christ  of  old,  "Not  My  will  but  Thy  will 
be  done,"  and  nothing  but  that  will  bring  us  in  com- 
plete obedience  to  the  one  will  of  the  universe,  and 
then,  and  only  then  will  we  realize  that  it  is  an  indi- 
vidual matter  betweec  us  and  the  law  because  we  are 
the  law. 

Rem3mber  that  when  we  say  an  a^ssociation.  we 
say  it  in  the  broader  sense  that  takes  in  the  whole 
world  and  universe  combined  and  all  religions  and 
creeds  of  the  whole  world,  we  mean  every  belief  that 
was  ever  entertained  by  any  society  or  bo<ly  of  men 
and  women,  and  the  belief  that  built  the  world  and 
caused  all  ae  form  world  to  exist.  And  when  we 
see  such  a  \ariety  of  different  beliefis  we  wonder  at  the 
old  saying  that  we  were  all  created  by  one  God,  and 
tlie  more  truth  that  has  been  awakened  within  our 
own  consciousiies  by  the  experiences  of  the  five  senses- 
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of  the  so-called  world  of  existence,  called  flesh  and 
blood,  or  in  other  words  the  form  world,  will  we  know 
that  all  avp  ruled  by  one  law  and  that  we  are  all  one 
law,  although  we  need  such  a  variety  of  experiences 
to  awaken  us  to  the  consciousness  of  the  truth  that  we 
possess,  and  the  va'-fety  of  experiences  that  we  need 
is  caused  by  the  different  belief  that  each  one  holds 
because  we  are  all  living  our  own  lives  and  traveling 
by  various  roads,  therefore  we  all  need  different  ex- 
,   rienit's  to  arrive  at  the  on€  destination,  and  no 
matter  how  different  our  beliefs  are  we  are  all  right 
or-  ou"  own  plane  of  consciousness,  and  no  one  has  any 
rigiit  to  say  to  his  fellow  men  and  women  you  should 
do  this,  that  or  the  other,  for  no  one  is  a  measure  for 
anybody  but  himself,  and  cannot  throw  any  mud  ex- 
cept their  own  at  anybody,  so  remember  that  he  that 
lives  in  the  pool  of  purity  cannot  see  any  impurities 
or  mud  in  anyone,  because  there  is  none  in  him  to 
retiect  the  same. 

There  is  no  use  of  telling  p.  pie  that  we  have  the 
truth,  because  truth  is  the  only  thing  that  will  silence 
scandal,  for  there  is  no  scandal  or  discord  or  disease 
or  death  in  the  truth ;  in  fact  there  is  nothing  that  be- 
longs to  the  world.  The  law  that  we  call  God  has  no 
hands  because  He  does  not  have  to  work ;  He  has  lo 
feet,  for  He  does  not  have  to  travel,  because  He  is 
everywhere  present,  and  as  soon  as  we  cease  to  believe 
that  the  form  world  was  created  by  the  conscious  God 
of  the  universe  we  will  be  like  Him,  for  we  will  know- 
that   the  individual  consciousness  created  the  form 
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world  to  give  us  the 


experience  that  we  need  to  make 
us  cease  to  believe,  because  some  men  and  women  told

iNow,  we  say,  and  we  cannot  say  it  too  emphatic,  that 
6ver>ihmg  that  can  be  taught  from  one  to  another  is 
only  true  on  this  plane  of  consciousness  which  we  call 
belief  but  all  truth  is  true  on  all  planes  of  conscious- 
ness, because  it  wa^  a  free  gift  to  all,  and  all  possess 
the  sa.ne  truth  but  unconscious  of  the  same,  until  we 
have  had  the  experience  to  awaken  it  within  our  own 
consciousness  we  are  unconscious  of  the  possession  of 
the  same,  therefore  in  our  ignorance  we  condemn  our 
fellow  men  and  women,  because  they  have  had  the 
experience  that  has  awakened  the  truth  within  their 
own  consciousness  aiid  we  have  not,  and  we  cannot 
understand  them  on  account  of  our  own  ignorance 
and  we  see  a  reflection  of  our  own  ignorance  in  them 
and  we  tell  the  world  how  egotistical  they  are  because 
we  lack  the  experience  to  see  eye  to  eye  with  them, 
when  the  fault  lies  within  our  own  consciousness,  but 
when  we  too  have  -received  the  same  experience  so  that 
we  can  see  eye  to  eye  with  them  we  will  know  that 
what  they  said  was  the  truth,  and  then  we  will  cease 
to  condemn  them,  because  when  we  cease  to  believe 
knowledge  or  harmony  is  ever  present. 
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As  all  maiikiiid  knows  hII  things  iM'caust!  they  pos- 
scsH  all  tilings,  but  they  are  unconscious  of  the  same 
until  tlii'.v  have  had  the  proper  experience  to  awaken 
the  coiiseiousness  of  the  truth  within  their  own  inner 
consciousness,  and  if  each  one  would  recognize  the 
faet  that  each  one  was  their  own  teacher,  their  own 
god,  their  own  devil,  their  own  heaven,  their  own  hell, 
their  own  life,  their  own  death,  and  tlieir  own  destiny 
wa.s  in  their  own  hands,  what  a  different  world  we 
would  have,  because  each  one  would  be  so  busy  puri- 
fying his  own  consciousness  and  putting  his  own  housL> 
in  order  that  he  would  nyt  have  any  time  to  look  after 
the  souls  of  his  fellow  men  and  women,  and  when  each 
one  knows  enough  to  look  after  hinuself  he  will  be  bu«y 
nights,  holidays  and  Sundays  looking  after  his  own 
.shortcomings  and  keeping  his  own  temper  in  complete 
subjection  to  the  one  will  of  the  universe,  and,  in- 
stead of  trying  to  nave  the  soul  of  his  fellow  men  and 
women  hi'  will  know  that  each  one  was  created  in  the 
image  and  likeness  of  God  or  oneness,  call  it  by  what- 
ever name  you  like  it  makes  no  difference  to  us,  it 
means  everything  that  was  created  at  all  combined 
in  oneness,  and  is  as  nameless  as  the  creator,  for  all 
names  only  belong  to  the  form  world  of  existence  to 
give  us  the  experience  that  we  need  to  awaken  the 
consciousness  of  the  truth  of  our  oneness  with  all 
things  in  heaven  or  on  earth.  When  we  say  the  earth 
we  do  not  mean  anything  that  the  conscious  God 
created,  but  that  which  was  born  of  the  need  of  the

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Mc   H'.'d   lo   Hwaki'ii   the   eoiLM'i(iiisnp.s.s  of   the   truth 
Avitliin  our  own  true  self,  whieli  is  all  tliat  is  real, 
l)eeausc  it  was  created  by  the  eonsc'ious  (}o(l  of  th.- 
universe.      We  are  aske<l  almost   every  day   what   is 
the  difference  between  the  conscious  (iod  and  the  un- 
eonst-ious  (iod  if  they  are  both  oneness.    One  knows  it 
IS  oneness,  and  the  other  |>osses.ses  oneness,  but  has  not 
liad  the  experience  to  awi'ken  within  the  conciousuess 
of  the  truth  of  its  own  oneness.     For  instance,  you 
take  one  jrrain  of  wheat  and  you  have  oneness  as  far 
»H  the  wheat   is  concerned,   for  in   oni'  is  the  possi- 
biliti«..s  of  the  whole,  but  if  you  keep  them  in  a  bag 
or  the  Ki-anary  .\x)u  will  never  know  the  possibilities 
of  the  .same,  but  you  .sow  one  and  keep  the  other  in  a 
baj,'  and  one  will  soon  l>eeome  conscious  of  the  fact 
tliat  it  can  jjrow  and  multiply  Iwicause  you  have  given 
on.v  the  experience  that  it  needed  to  awaken  it  to  the 
eonsciousnesF  of  the  life  that  it  possessed,  and  the 
otlKT.  being  left  in  the  bag,  never  received  the  experi- 
ence tJiat  the  other  got,  therefore  possessed  all  that 
the  oth'r  f)o.ss;'ssed  l)ut  was  never  made  conscious  of 
the  same  by  experience,  the  only  teacher  in  the  uni- 
verse of  <Jo<l  or  oneness.    You  will  see  tliat  we  have  to 
make   the  illustration  on  the  physical  plane  of  con- 
sciousness because  we  are  personally  on  this  pL.ne, 
which  has  no  reality  in  the  same  only  to  give  us  the 
experience  that  we  need  to  awaken  the  consciousness 
of  the  truth  within  us,  that  we  are  nothing  but  spirit 
in  reality,  we  only  believe  that  we  are  personal  or 
material  just  to  give  us  the  experience  that  we  need

Now  wo  wish  to  be  distinctly  unuerstood  that  it 
does  not  matter  what  we  believe  we  are,  or  what  we 
can  make  other  people  believe  that  we  are,  or  how 
good  we  think  that  we  are,  or  how  long  we  believe 
that  we  are  saved,  and  how  bad  you  believe  that  your 
brother  is,  and  we  care  not  who  tells  you  that  you  are 
any  better  than  the  worst,  or  that  you  ?  now  more  than 
me  most  ignorant,  because  Wc  know  that  you  will 
never  meet  a  bigger  devil  than  your  personal  aelf,  and 
that  you  cannot  be  saved  from  anything  but  yourself, 
and  if  you  are  so  bad  that  you  need  saving  you  have 
our  sympathy,  because  we  know  that  if  you  are  kind 
to  everybody  all  of  the  time  ami  forgive  all  all  of  the 
tirno.  and  never  deceive  any  bod  v  at  any  time,  and  have 
nothing  to  hide  from  anybody  any  of  the  time,  but  are 
always  kind,  trutnful  and  forgiving,  and  never  con- 
dcinn  anybody  for  anything,  because  you  have  awak- 
ened the  consciousness  of  the  truth  within  your  own 
true  self,  so  that  you  could  not  be  unkind  or  unjust  if 
you  tried,  because  it  is  as  natural  to  be  "ue  to  all  all  of

that  will  »»e  the  e«M.Vt  way  for  each  to  awaken  the 
truth  within  the  receas.^  of  their  owp  eonaciouaneKH 
anil  when  that  haa  l)et»n  accompliaheil  by  exiM'rierm' 
the  only  teaclu-r  of  tr.Mi  you  will  ever  know,  and  you' 
will  all  know  that  all  truth  ia  true  on  all  plawa  of 
eonsciouanm,  for  each  om  poaaeax^  all  truth  eom- 
luued  in  onenesa  that  you  may  have  l)een  taught  to 
eall  God. 

An<i  when  you  have  reaurrected  the  truth  within 
your  own  inn^r  eoiiaciouaneas  you  will  also  know  that 
the  80-ealled  devil  ia  only  the  unconaeious  God  in  you 
seeking  the  conariouaneaa  of  its  own  onenesa  with  all 
life,  and  when  you  have  arrived  at  this  pUne  of  eon- 
aeiousnesa  you  will  know  that  God  and  the  so-called 
devi!  are  one  and  ♦he  aame,  only  one  is  conscious  of  its 
onenawi  with  all  things  and  the  other  is  seeking  the

men  and  women,  and  when  we  know  we  become  united 
by  the  truth  of  knowing,  in  other  words  married,  and 
as  married  means .  oneness,  God  or  divinity,  call  it

away  and  be  forgotten,  for  there  is  no  reality  within

as  we  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my 
brethren  you  have  done  it  unto  me,  and  me  means 
the  Christ  in  us,  or  the  life  that  was  a  free  gift  of 
(Jod  to  all,  or  the  oneness  that  we  ail  are,  it  matters 
not  by  what  name  you  call  the  same,  it  must  be  abso- 
lute justice  to  all,  and  if  that  is  the  truth,  and  it  caii-

we  also  reap  must  be  an  absolute  fact  in  nature,  and

in  the  five  senses  of  seeing,  h'-aring,  feeling,  tasting 
and  smelling,  and  when  they  have  made  us  conscious 
of  our  own  oneness,  tliat  is  to  know  that  we  possess 
everything  that  is  real  and  everlasting,  then  all  of 
these  things  that  we  call  by  different  names  will  b«! 
swallowed  up  in  the  knowledge  or  knowing  of  our  own 
onene.ss  with  all  things,  therefore  they  will  pass  away 
and  be  forgotten  because  thej*  were  only  belief,  and 
nothing  but  belief  can  be  forgotten,  and  that  is  be-

IS  as  bad  «s  all,  and  all  is  as  low  as  all  because  they 
were  all  created  in  the  image  and  likeness  of  (Jod  or 
<)nen.'«s,  that  is  what  we  call  the  individual  or  Chriit

difference  to  the  writer,  for  as  soon  as  we  know  we 
will  eeas..  to  caFe  by  what  name  you  call  anything 
l..'can«.  all  names  are  man-made  only  to  distinguish 
what   we  call  ont-  form  from  what  we  call  by  .some 
oMier  name,  and  all  names  will  paas  away  and'be  for- 
gotten as  soon  as  we  have  received  all  of  the  experi- 
em-e  that  we  need  to  awaken  the  truMi  within  our  own 
individual  consciousness  and  not  liefore,  and  we  will 
l>elieve  that  they  are  real  and  created  bv  the  con- 
scious (Jod  of  the  universe,   imtil  we  have  ha<l  the 
experience  or  punishment,  all  self-inHicted,  that  will 
awaken  the  trufh  within  us  until  we  know  that  all  is 
onen.ss  and  that  Lhere  is  not  one  anv  l,etter  than

You  must  remember  the  form  world  only- exists 
just  to  give  us  the  experiences  that  we  need  to  awaken 
or  resurrect  the  truth  within  our  own  inner  conscious- 
ness which  is  divine,  because  it  is  created  in  the 
image  and  likeness  of'  oneness,  and  will  rule  us  as 
soon  as  we  have  sufiRciently  punished  ourselves  to 
realize  our  oneness  with  all  life,  and  our  oneness  with 
all  things  that  are  of  Qod  or  oneness,  and  that  our  will 
must  be  at  onement  with  the  will  of  the  universe, 
then  all'  things  will  be  subject  to  our  will  because  our 
will  and  the  one  will  of  the  universe  are  one,  and 
then  we  will  know  and  know  that  we  know  and  not 
believe  that  we  know  because  we  h&\e  been  taught  to 
believe  that  we  know,  and  as  long  as  we  only  believe 
that  we  know  we  know  nothing.

We  do  not  mean  that  the  truth  can  be 
buried,  for  there  is  nothing  but  the  truth  in  reality, 
therefore  it  cannot  be  buried ;  it  simply  knows  every- 
thing and  can  do  everything  that  can  be  done,  there- 
fore has  nothing  to  do  or  know,  or  be  taught  by  any- 
thing, because  it  is  everything  that  is  in  oneness,  and 
when  it  knows  that  it  combines  all  in  oneness  it  has 
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nothing  to  fear  and  knows  that  it  cannot  be  taught  or 
awakened  to  the  consciousness  of  anything  because 
It  is  conscious  of  all  things,  and  that  consciousne^  is 
divided  into  mighty  millions  but  cannot  separate  the 
same,  for  each  atom  of  oneness  contains  the  whole, 
and  we  call  these  atoms  man,  because  man  was  created 
m  the  image  and  likeness  of  all  things  comWned  in 
oneness  that  we  call  God  for  the  want  of  a  better  name, 
but  men  and  women  are  a  house  divided  against  itself 
m  belief  only,  therefore  cannot  stand  forever,  because 
It  believes  that  it  has  to  look  outside  of  self  for^  sus- 
tenance, and  that  is  what  we  call  death  or  destruc- 
hon,  but  man  possessing  all  in  the  oneness  of  self  and 
looks  to  nothing  outside  of  itself  for  sustenance  stands 
forever,  and  cannot  decay  because  all  things  combined 
in  one  is  life,  liberty  and  intelligence,  because  it  is 
divine  and  stands  forever,  for  it  knows  that  it  pos- 
sesses oneness  and  is  conscious  of  the  same,  for  Qod 
and  man  are  one,  only  called  by  different  names. 

Men  and  women  possess  the  consciousness  of  one- 
ness  hnt  are  not  conscious  of  the  same,  that  is  all  the 
•difference  that  there  is  between  God  and  men  and 
women,  for  they  are  man  when  they  become  conscious 
of  their  own  oneness  with  all  life,  all  liberty  and  all 
Intelligence,  they  will  know  that  they  are  in  the 
image  and  likeness  of  all  things  combined  in  one  that

feit, call  him  what  you  may,  he  will  consume  himself 
as  soon  aa  the  work  that  man  created  him  for,  namely, 
to  give  us  the  expcrienee  that  will  awaken  the  eon- 
seiousni'ss  of  th;^  truth  within  our  ov;n  individual  con- 
.sciousncss  of  our  own  oneness  with  all  life,  law,  liberty 
and  intellijfence  which  is  divine,  and  cannot  consume 
itself  or  puss  away  or  l)e  forgotten,  l^ecause  it  is  our 
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real  self,  and  was  a  free  gift  of  God  or  oneness,  and 
neither  remembers  nor  forgets,  bnt  endures  forever 
and  ever  without  beginning  of  days  or  ending  with 
time.

believe,  for  to  believe  is  only  to  give  us  the  necessary 
experience  to  awaken  within  our  own  inner  conacious- 
nass  the  knowledge  of  the  truth  that  there  is  nothing 
in  the  whole  universe  that  we  do  not  possess  as  soon 
as  we  are  conscious  of  the  same,  and  for  that  reason, 
we  are  responsible  to  our  true  self,  for  all  of  the  so- 
called  ignorance  or  mistakes  that  we  imike  or  possess,, 
and  our  responsibility  to  our  true  self  will  never  cease^ 
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until  we  are  conscious  of  knowing  all,  for  all  is  oneness, 
and  nothing  short  of  knowing  that  we  all  possess  one- 
ness is  life  eternal,  which  is  the  only  life  that  there  is 
in  all  of  the  whole  domains  of  oneness. 

"We  believe  that  the  body  has  life  because  it  moves, 
but  we  forget  that  to  move  takes  energy,  and  any- 
thing that  takes  energy  is  self-consuming,  therefore 
cannot  contain  life,  or  it  would  not  consume  itself, 
but  remain  intact  forever,  for  all  life  is  eternal  and 
cannot  end  because  it  has  no  beginning.  You  have  not 
^-^t  been  made  conscious  through  the  experiences  of 
flesh  and  blood  that  the  body  is  only  belief,  or  a  coun- 
terfeit on  the  individual,  which  possesses  all  life,  be- 
cause it  was  created  in  the  image  and  likeness  of  God, 
which  we  call  oneness,  and  as  all  life  is  a  free  gift  of 
God  or  oneness  and  was  given  to  man  in  the  creation 
of  the  same,  but  in  the  unconscious  state  of  existence, 
■which  is  a  counterfeit  on  life,  which  we  call  death, 
because  it  will  consume  itself  and  pass  away  and  be 
forgotten  because  it  had  no  life.  Life  cannot  pass 
Away,  neither  can  it  be  forgotten,  because  it  has  noth- 
ing to  forget,  and  nothing  to  remember,  because  it  is 
oneness,  and  anything  that  has  to  remember  or  forget 
will  consume  itself  in  its  own  exertion  to  forget  or 
remember. 

We  hear  men  and  women  say,  "Oh,  he  is  too  mean 
to  live."  There  is  a  great  truth  even  in  that  asser- 
tion, because  meanness  does  not  live,  it  only  exists  in 
the  world.  We  say  meanness  and  what  do  we  mean  ? 
for  God  created  all  that  there  is,  and  if  we  are  mean

therefore  if  w  are  mean,  (Jod  Inuug  our  Cn^ator,  must 
also  be  mean.     Now  all  truth  seeking  expression  or 
consciousness  appears  to  be  mean,  iMt-ause  it  has  to 
give  the  personality  s>n  experience  that  \.iil  awaken 
the  individuality   to  the  consciousness*,  theivfon-  has.

is  oidy  belief  an<l  will  iuHict  self-made  punishment 
on  us  until  we  know  and  knov,  that  we  know  that  all 
is  truth,  and  all  that  appears,  or  w,'  believe,  is  only 
<Mir  belief  n  our  separateness  to  <jive  us  all  of  the 
exptrienee  that  we  need  to  l)rin<r  us  to  ji  knowledge 
»f  the  truth  of  our  own  oneness,  and  then  will  con- 
sume itself  and  pass  fn)m  the  reaiu  of  existi'iice  be- 
cause it  never  was.  we  only  believed  it  to  be  real  to 
us  until  it  has  accomplished  that  for  which  our  indi- 
vidualities created  the  .same. 

Uemendier  that  the  world  i.s  only  a  school  to  learn 
us  to  overcome  self,  and  all  truth  is  so  simple  that 
when  once  the  truth  has  be-n  awakened  in  your  owi' 
inner  consciousni'ss  you  will  wonder  why  you  were  j.o 
iffnorant  that  you  could  not  roilize  that  all  was  truth 
that  is  divine  and  endures  forever,  ami  Mie  world  of 
belief  was  only  to  irive  us  the  experiences  that  we  had 
lo  have  to  awaken  tlie  truth  within  our  own  inner 
( oMsciousn  'ss. 

We  can  liken  the  worM  to  a  dream,  for  as  loiii,'  as 
you  are  in  a  dream  it  appears  to  be  perfectly  real  to 
you.  but  when  yoji  awake  you  will  realize  that  it  was 
tm\\  a  dnvim.  and  the  world  is  (he  same  to  the  uni- 
verse tluil    the  dream  is  to  the  i)er.soh.  so  you   must 
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undiTstaiul  tlvat  the  A\x)rld  appears  to  be  real  to  you 
niitil,  fhroiigh  pains  and  aches,  and  the  trials  and 
tribulations,  you  receive  the  self-inflicted  punish- 
ment, by  the  experiences  of  the  flesh,  until  you  have 
-been  awakened  to  the  consciousness  of  the  truth  of 
our  own  oneness  with  all  things  that  are  real  and  last 
forever,  because  they  were  a  creation  of  the  God  of 
the  universe  that  we  call  oneness,  then  they  will  pass 
away  the  same  as  wir  dream  did,  and  we  will  forget 
that  we  ever  believed  that  they  were  real,  for  we  will 
know  that  there  was  no  reality  in  the  same. 

We  must  rememiber  that  the  truth  is  always  first, 
the  genuine  first  and  the  counterfeit  after;  so  it  is 
with  th^  individualities,  they  were  created  by  the  con- 
scious God  of  the  universe  and  contain  all  truth,  but 
unconscious  of  their  own  possessions,  and  for  that 
reason  had  to  create  in  belief  the  personality  in  the 
separate  state  of  belief  only.  You  will  see  that  the 
truth  always  was,  therefore  is  always  first  and  belief 
after,  therefore  cannot  belong  to  oneness,  which  is 
life  eternal,  the  only  life  in  the  whole  universe,  so 
death  must  be  a  counterfeit  on  life,  therefore  is  only 
a  belief,  just  the  same  as  the  devil  is  a  counterfeit  on 
what  we  call  Qod,  therefore  only  exists  in  our  sepa- 
rate minds  to  give  us  the  experience  that  will  awaken 
us  to  the  consciousness  of  our  possessing  eternal  life. 

What  we  call  death  is  only  the  absence  of  life, 
darkness  is  only  the  absence  of  light;  just  so  is  belief, 
the  absence  of  knowledge  or  knowing,  men  and  women 
Jire  simply  the  lack  of  understanding  that  they  are 
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man,  just  the  same  as  the  belief  that  we  are  men  and 
women  arc  tho  absence  of  knowing  that  we  are  man, 
and  that  man  and  God  are  one  as  soon  as  that  know- 
ledge has  been  awakened  in  our  own  inner  conscious- 
ness by  the  experiences  that  the  belief  that  we  are 
men  and  women  can  give  us,  and  no  longer,  so  we  will 
see  that  bondage  is  only  the  absence  of  liberty,  just 
as  truly  as  duality  is  the  absence  of  oneness,  and 
discord  or  disease  is  the  absence  of  health  or  harmony ; 
in  fact,  the  form  world  is  only  the  absence  of  the 
formless  universe,  just  as  flesh  and  blood  is  the  ab- 
sence of  spirit,  but  remember  the  absence  of  anything 
is  only  a  belief  in  the  genuineness  of  the  opposite, 
which  is  only  belief  just  to  give  us  the  very  experi- 
ence that  we  must  have,  to  awaken  us  to  the  conscious 
knowledge  of  our  own  oneness  with  all  life,  all  liberty 
and  all  intelligence,  which  are  attributes  of  divinity 
or  oneness,  and  when  we  reach  this  plane  of  conscious- 
ness we  will  have  resurrected  the  truth  within  our 
own  individualities  to  the  consciousness  of  our  own 
liberty,  then  we  will  forget  disease,  death,  meanness, 
men  and  women  or  duality,  bondage,  or,  in  fact,  every- 
thing that  had  a  form  or  name  attached  to  the  same, 
even  the  devil  and  the  so-called  hell  that  we  have  been 
taught  to  fear,  for  fear  is  the  absence  of  knowing  or 
knowledge,  and  knowledge  casts  out  all  fear,  because 
it  is  an  attribute  of  Grod  or  oneness,  which  we  neither 
foiiget  nor  remember  because  it  is  our  individual  self. 
Believing  that  you  are  saved  is  only  the  absence  of 
knowing  that  you  will  never  ceaot  to  inflict  self-made 
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T>u.n.s|,MUM,t  on  .yourself  until  you  know  enough  to 
orgn,.  all,  for  by  the  law  that  you  forgive  all  are  you 
orgiven,  ami  no  other  law,  In-cause  you  are  the  law 
lielievnig  that  you  are  better  than  your  fellow  men 
and  women  is  only  the  absence  of  knowing  that  the 
spirit  oi  love,  life  or  oneness,  or  God  if  you  like  that 
fH'tter.  is  the   Father  of  all,  therefore  all  ar.  alike 
"idivulually,   an<l   the   reason   that   we  are   not  alik(> 
P^Tsonally  is  because  ..ach  om>  is  living  his  or  her  own 
lite,  and  each  one  needs  a  different  experience   or  in 
<»ther  Mords.  is  traveling  by  different  roads  to  reach 
t  .f  sauu.  plHc..  in  the'end,  therefore  you  must  love 
"II,   tor-iv..  all   and   condemn   none,   for  that   is  lif,. 
eternal. 

What  we  have  in  reality  is  universal,  and  lu'longs 
t'>  all,  and  ,s  a  free  gift  to  all.  therefore  must  forever 
'•''main   Iree,  and  cannoi    be  taught  from  one  to  an- 
other, but  must  )h>  awakened  by  self-created  experi- 
'■'lees.  and  ui  no  other  way,  and  the  abs.'uce  of  the 
leal   has  caused   man   to  create  in   belief  onlv   what 
app.  ars  to  ixs  and  we  bi-liev.'  the  sam.-  to  Ix-  a  n^alitv 
•'"til     by     self-inHioted     experience     w.>     have     In^en' 
'>i'ought  to  the  conscious  knowledge  of  the  truth    or 
the  reality  of  our  oneness  with  all  life,  then  we  will 
know  that  what  we  once  belh-ved  was  real,  was  only  a 
<lream,  or  belief,  and   will  again  to  nothing  return 
Irom  whence  it  came.    When  we  say  nothing  we  onlv 
mean  our  separate  substance  that  was  spent  in  riotous 
living  according  to  the  Bible,  but  to  us  it  means  be- 
Jiovmg  ,„   the   reality  of  the  unreal,  until   we   have 
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«juii('<l  tlio  rxpi'rioiico  that  Iih.s  awakened  us  to  tli(.' 
cciisciousiipss  of  our  own  oneness  with  tlit>  Father, 
whicJj  w.'  have  been  tam?ht  to  call  God. 

When  you  t«ke  the  teaching  of  the  Master,  Christ, 
when  He  said  that  just  as  you  have  done  it  unto  one 
of  the  least  of  these  my   brethren  you  liave  done  it 
unto  uic,  ami  that  I  and  my  Father  are  one,  if  yon 
liave  seen  Me  you  also  have  seen  the  Father,  and 
that  ye  are  my  brethren,  we  know  that  th?  me  means 
each  individuality  in  the  whole  world,  an«l  that  we 
are  all   alike,   l)ecause   we   are  children   of  the   one 
Father,  the  spirit  of  love  that  knows  no  meanness, 
that  knows  no  discord  or  d^ath,  that  knows  no  con- 
<lemnation,  and  has  no  forgiveness  in  its  own  con- 
sciousness, that  possesses  all  that  the  universe  con-

we  will  sometime  know,  that  we  will  stay  in  hell 
until  we  build  a  heaven  out  of  the  same,  because  hell, 
which  is  only  a  belief,  stands  between  men  and 
women  and  heaven,  which  is  a  reality,  because  it  is 
complete  harmony,  which  alone  constitutes  life  and 
endures  forever,  because  life  and  oneness  is  the  same, 
only  called  by  different  names. 

And  when  we  see  men  and  women  laugh  and  crj',

out beginning  or  end,  but  endures  forever  and  ever 
on  account  of  its  oneness. 

IIow  long  will  men  atid  women  worship  the  per- 
sonality, and  believe  that  the  conscious  God  of  the 
universe  created  the  same,  when  (!od  is  spirit,  and 
men  and  women  are  flesh  and  blood,  and  we  have 
been  taught  that  "when  we  worrfiip  God  we  must  wor- 
ship Him  in  spirit  and  in  truth,  and  there  is  no  truth 
in  the  personality,  because  the  truth  is  true  on  all 
planes  of  consciousness  that  we  can  ever  rise  to  by 
aspiring  to  the  same,  but  flesh  and  blood  is  only  true 
to  us  on  the  plane  of  consciousness  that  it  was  created 
on,  and,  instead  of  rising  to  other  planes,  consumes 
itself  in  its  own  exertion  to  exist,  therefore,  instead 
of  rising  to  a  higher  plane  of  consciousness,  returns 
again  to  nothing,  except  belief  of  the  reality  in  the 
same,  until  we  have  received  the  experience  that  we 
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needed,  to  awaktn  us  to  th«  truth,  so  that  we  ceased 
to  believe  anybody  or  anything,  becauiie  we  knew  that 
knowledge  or  knowing  was  the  only  thing  that  was 
divine  and  end  ires  forever,  because  it  is  the  key  tiHat 
will  unlock  all  pianos  of  consciousness,  and  men  and 
women  will  worship  the  person  until  they  know  that 
all  life  belongs  to  the  individual  that  was  created  by 
the  conscious  God  of  th«  universe,  and  not  the  person 
that  was  cri'ated  by  the  individual  eonsefonsness  seek- 
ing expression  through  the  belief  in  the  reality  of  the 
Hve  senses  of  the  person  or  hiatter,  to  awaken  the 
eonscioueness  in  the  individual  or  Christ,  that  was  in 
tho  image  and  iikenem  of  the  eonsciotis  God  of  tWe 
universe,  that  is- the  Father  of  airmankind,  that  We 
have  been  taught  to  call  God,  or  the  truth  w4iieh'W<c 
aU  possess,  but  are  unconscious  of  the  same,  until  w^ 
have  resurrected,  or  bwn  awakened  to  consciousness, 
by  the  experiences  of  tlie  person  by  Wiieving  that  the 
same  is  real. 

There  is  one  thing  that  I  cannot  impress'  too 
strongly  upon  you,  and  that  is  the  difference  between 
believing  that  you  know  and  knowing  that  you  know ; 
to  believe  that  you  know  is  with  your  brains  or  mind, 
for  it  is  an  attribute  of  the  person,  and  if  you  will 
only  give  it  time  enough  will  consume  itself  and  pass 
away,  and  eventually  be  forgotten,  so  how  could  you 
have  known  anything  to-day  and  forget  it  to-morrow, 
for  knowing  is  att  attribute  of  God  and  lives,  there- 
fore endures  forever.  Time  nor  eternity  cannot  erase 
anj-thing  that  you  know,  because  it  is  an  attrihute  of 
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what  wo  call  (iod,  and  is  a  free  gift  of  God  or  one- 
ness, and  contains  all  thin^  that  are  within  *he  con- 
fines of  self,  individual  consciousness,  soul,  or  ego^ 
caJl  it  what  it  is  best  known  by  by  yourself,  for  even 
what  you  call  it  by  is  only  a  name  and  man  inadi;,  and 
will,  when  we  have  no  further  use  for  them  or  need 
no  more  experiences  that  they  alone  can  give  us,  will 
also  pass  away  and  be  forgotten,  Iwcause  we  only 
believed  that  we  knew  them  to  b*;  reality,  but  you  will 
KOHietime  see  that  it  matters  not  how  long  that  you 
have  remembt'red  anything,  anti  believed  it  to  be  the 
truth,  it  will  bo  forgotten  before  time  ceases  to  us, 
because  it  belongs  to  time,  and  never  was  a  reality, 
we  only  believed  it  was,  so  <lo  not  say  that  you 
know  anything  about  your  fellow  men  and  women,, 
because  they  do  not  belong  to  the  refdm  of  knowing, 
fo''  knowing  is  real  Ijecausi;  it  is  divine  and  always 
was  and  always  will  be,  and  belongs  to  eternity  which 
is  one;  eternal  now. 

It  is  a  good  thing  that  believing  belongs  to  time 
and  knowing  to  eternity ;  for  instanec,  when  wo  be- 
lieve that  our  brother  man  has  done  us  a  wrong  and 
we  ren»emlM>r  the  same  against  him,  even  if  we  remem- 
ber the  act  for  all  time,  we  will  some  day,  some  time, 
and  some  how  find  out  by  experience,  the  only  teachir 
of  truth,  that  the  fault  was  within  your  own  conscious- 
ness that  needed  retnedying,  and  it  reflect(!d  and  w<- 
only  l)elieved  that  it  was  our  fellow  man,  l)ecause 
there  was  discord  withiip  ourselves  that  ne^'^led  bring- 
ing into  hannoriy  with  «l!  life,  and  before  time  ceases 
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we  will  know,  Ix'causo  it  li;->;  jr?*  -n  ,is  the  cxporii-uc't! 
that  has  awakened  us  to  lie  fonstious.:  'ss  tliat  we 
possessed  all  trutii,  and  it  w.h  the  bel  of  in  the  re- 
tieetion  that  we  saw  in  our  l-.A-ti;:  "  nan  of  him  eoiii- 
uiitting  the  very  wrong  that  nwded  purifying  within 
our  own  consciousness,  and  when  we  have  had  tht; 
neech'd  experience  that  will  awaken  the  truth  within 
ourselvts,  and  we  know  that  it  was  us  instead  of  our 
fellow  liien  and  wonu'u,  we  can  forget  the  same,  be- 
cause they  both  belong  to  time,  but  if  we  knew  that 
we  knew  that  they  had  done  any  wroug,  we  could 
never  forget  the  same,  for  the  simple  reason  that 
knowing  belongs  to  eternity,  and  cannoi  ))o  forgotten, 
because  it  is  only  the  awakening  of  the  divine  con- 
sciousness within  us,  and  we  have  no  fault  to  find 
with  anyone  because  we  could  not  have  gained  tlie 
consciousness  of  the  truth  in  any  other  way. 

So  you  will  see  that  knowing  is  eternal  and  l)e- 
lieving  is  only  an  attribute  of  so-called  time,  only  to 
let  us  forget  our  own  mistakes  whru  we  have  found 
tliem  out  through  the  realm  of  the  five  senses  of  the 
personality  that  we  all  possess,  oneness,  and  that  we 
cannot  see  any  fault  in  our  fellow  men  and  women, 
when  there  is  nothing  in  us  to  attract  tlie  sanu*,  so 
do  not  blame  God,  mau'  or  tlu'  so-called  devil  for  your 
own  ignorauw,  shortcomings,  or  what  you  only  Ih'- 
lieve  to  be  mistakes,  for  everything  is  working  out  to 
gain  the  same  end,  namely,  to  purify  your  own  con- 
sciousness so  that  you  cannot  see  any  wrong  in  all 
mankin<],   Jrecause  there  is  none  in  yourself,  and  to 
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tho  pure  all  is  pure,  and  \vt;  wish  you  to  know  tlio 
same  to  be  the  truth,  and  we  wish  you  to  understand 
that  we  do  not  condemn  you,  or  find  any  fault  with 
you  for  what  you  believe,  even  if  you  iKdieve  that 
you  know,  or  how  ridiculous  our  assertions  or 
thoughts  are  to  you,  for  when  you  know,  and  that 
will  only  Ik-  when  you  have  received  all  of  the  self- 
inflicted  punishment  that  you  will  have  to  have  to 
make  you  cease  to  believe  that  you  know,  for  when 
you  have  punishied  yourself  suflficiently  to  cause  you 
to  eeast;  to  believe  that  you  know  of  your  own  free 
will  and  accord,  then,  and  only  then,  will  the  truth 
1k^  awakoned  within  your  own  individual  consciou-s- 
iiess  to  the  extent  that  you  will  know,  and  know  that 
you  know,  for  no  man  knows  anything  except  it  has 
l>een  awakened  by  his  own  experience,  an.  in  his 
own  individual  consciousness,  because  all  knowledgi; 
Ix'longs  to  oneness,  and  that  is  what  we  call  the  indi- 
vidual or  Christ  consciousness,  which  was  a  free  gift 
to  all,  by  the  one  God  of  the  universe  that  we  call 
oneness. 

IIow  men  and  women  can  believe  that  they  can  do 
for  their  fellow  men  and  women  what  God  cannot  is 
an  enigma  to  the  writer  that  he  would  like  for  some 
of  the  i)eoi)ie  that  are  so  great  in  their  own  mind  to 
.show  how  they  can  save  their  brother,  for  God  Hiiu,- 
self  cannot  do  the  same,  neither  does  He  try,  for  God 
created  man  in  Ilis  own  image  and  likeness,  and  what 
more  could  Ho  do,  for  He  gave  man  all  that  He  hath 
in  the  creating  of  the  same.     "When  we  see  men  and 
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women  busying'  tlu'iiisdvcs  about  tlu-  savin}?  of  tbo 
souls  of  their  fellow  men  and  women,  when  tliey 
.sliouUl  Ik;  trying  to  govern  their  own  tempers  and 
overcoming  themselves,  for  this  world  was  created  by 
man  to  make  man  become  in  harmony  with  himself, 
and  for  no  other  purpose,  and  when  men  and  women 
forg(>t  (jod,  and  even  man,  in  their  struggle  to  ovt-r- 
eome  self,  the  world  will  be  much  better  than  to-day, 
for  when  men  and  women  get  busy  purifying  tlu'ir 
own  selves  they  will  find  one  of  the  hardest  problems 
that  they  ever  were  up  against,  and  they  will  be  so 
busy  that  they  will  forget  all  else,  and  find  time  only 
too  short  to  accomplish  that  one  thing,  and  that  is 
to  awaken  the  truth  in  your  own  consciousness  to  such 
an  extent  that  you  will  find  no  fault,  or  no  mean 
or  discordant  thought  iu'  anylwdy  else,  because  you 
have  purified  your  ow^  'm'  to  the  degree  that  you 
find  that  all  of  tin;  di-  hat  you  ever  saw  in  all 

nuiiikind  was  the  lack  o)  .ne  i*esurrection  of  tlw?  truth 
within  your  o\ni  inner  self,  for  when  you  know  your- 
self you  know  all  that  is  knowable,  and  when  you 
overcome  self  you  have  overcome  the  whole  world, 
because  you  contain  not  only  the  world 'but  also  the 
universe,  so  if  you  will  be  just  as  zealous  in  purifying 
your  own  self  and  purging  yourself  from  all  of  the 
egotism  or  selfishness  that  you  only  believed  that  you 
posses.sed.  you  would  know  that  all  is  one,  no  bad,  no 
good,  no  small,  no  large,  no  low,  no  high,  no  saved, 
no  lo.st.  in  the  whole  universe  of  (iod,  but  that  all  are 
in  all,  and  that  all  possess  all.  and  that  all  means  (lnt\ 
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or  oiicnt'ss.  ko  spend  all  of  your  time  in  saving, 
or  purifvin«j.  or  ovcrcoinin^  solf,  or  resurivcting  tlh' 
truth  within  your  inner  t'onsciousness,  and  you  will 
have  all  that  you  ean  do  throupfh  all  of  the  endless 
ages,  not  oidy  of  lime,  hut  also  of  eternity,  for  you 
haw  ail  time  and  eternity  hefore  you  to  accomplish 
that  one  thinjr.  and  you  w'l  realize  before  you  aecom- 
])lish  the  .same  that  you  iiave  one  of  the  greatest  prob- 
ii-ms  that  ever  confronted  a  human  being,  but  you  will 
get  there  if  you  pers*»vere,  and  seek  the  truth  where 
all  truth  is  to  be  ''oundi  and  that  is  only  in  the  re- 
cesses of  your  own  inner  consciousness. 

He  that  is  guilty  of  one  .sin  is  guilty  of  all,  or,  in 
other  words,  if  there  is  anything  in  you  that  needs 
remedying  you  can  sec  all  evil  in  yoiir  brother  man, 
because  one  evil  reflects  all,  so  do  not  say  that  you 
do  not  drink,  i)ut  you  ean  see  a  man  drunk,  for  if  you 
will  look  within  you  will  find  that  there  is  something 
wrong  within,  that  you  condemn  in  your  fellow  men 
antl  women,  but  instead  of  finding  fault  with  the 
other  fellow  purify  your  own  house,  and  when  you  get 
the  .same  in  order,  and  you  cea.se  to  be  condemned  by 
the  law  which  you  are,  you  will  also  ceasi^  to  condemn 
your  fellow  men  and  women,  and  for  that  reason 
when  you  sci'  any  wrong  in  your  fellow  m(>u  and 
women,  look  for  the  fault  within  your  own  inner 
consciousness  and  you  will  always  find  enough  there 
to  keep  you  busy  taking  the  beam  out  of 
your  own  eye,  so  that  you  could  see  clearly  to  get 
the  mote  out  of  your  brotliei-'s  eye,  and  when  you  .see 
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t'oiild  s  ■('  a  retleetion  of  yourself  in  your  fellow  men 
and  women,  for  to  the  pure  all  is  [)tire.  so  the  pure 
ill  heart  will  .see  fJod.  the  (^.ood  liook  says,  and  we 
hoi)('  that  out  o-f  the  purity  of  your  inin-r  self  you 
will  reflect  (Jod  in  everythinjr.  heejuise  you  are  so 
pure  that  you  cannot  reflect  anytliinfi  except  purity, 
and  then  you  will  In-  like  Him.  and  Ilim  im  aiis  to  us 
the  (jod  of  tlu'  universe,  and  the  Ci'eator  of  all  thinfw 
that  were  created,  therefore  all  must  he  in  the  imap' 
and  likeness  of  (iod  or  onenes;-;.  hecaiise  (Jod  to  us 
means  <'verythinj;.  for  the  simple  fact  that  lie  pos- 
sesses all:  He  could  not  have  liad  anyMiin«r  else  except 
Himself  to  create  us  out  of.  so  v.,-  too  must  he  one- 
r.vss.  and  there  can  he  iiothin<r  outside  of  oneness,  and 
for  that  rea.son  our  personalities  must  he  only  the 
reflection  of  I'cality.  and  we  call  the  same  Indief.  he-- 
cause  it  consumes  itself  in  its  own  exertion  to  maki; 
us  helievc  in  the  reality  of  the  same,  hecause  that 
alone  drives  us  the  experiences  that  we  must  ha^e  to 
awaken  iis  to  the  consciousness  of  the  realit\  of  oui- 
own  oneufss  with  all  life.  lih;'rty  an<l  infi'llijrenee  in 
the  whole  universe  of  (Jod  or  oneness,  so  I'eiiiemher 
that  if  you  posssss  any  discord  it  i-eflccts  and  you 
condemn  your  fellow  men  and  women  for  every  crime 
in  the  calendar,  and  you  will  not  cease  to  condemn  the 
same  until  you  ^et  from  undei-  the  law  of  condemna- 
tion. St)  do  not   I'orjjel   that  as  lonjr  as  voii  can  see  any 
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so-fiilh'd  evil  ill  jiiiybody,  you  have  not  succot'ded  in 
jnirifyin^'  youisclf  of  all  of  thi'  discord  thai  the  world 
contains  yet. 

Christ  was  j)urc  hut  the  h-iis  that  lie  .saw  throuj^li 
was  not  pure  until  He  said  "it  is  fiuistiod"  ancl  laid 
thf  lM)dy  that  we  .-all  Jesus  down,  and  He  took  tlu; 
same  uj)  purilied,  so  you  will  se<!  that  the  purity  of 
Christ's  .sijrlit  was  deteriiiiiied  by  the  Inxiy  that  we 
'•all  Jesus,  for  He  s;iw  all  material  thiiifrs  tlirouf^h 
material  eyes,  therefore  lie  eould  see  on  the  material 
l>laiie  which  Christ  was  not.  Vou  will  remember  I  It- 
said  that  "i  am  in  the  world  but  not  of  the  world," 
that  is  to  say  that  lie  saw  material  lhiiij,'.s  throu{?h 
iiiat(^rial  eyes,  and  therefore  His  sij,'ht  was  lensed  by 
the  eye.s  that  He  had  to  see  tlirou<j;h,  aiul  a.s  long  as 
Jesus  «'Ould  iM'louf?  to  the  world  to  fi;ive  Him  the  ex- 
perience that  He  could  let  the  Chri.st  rule,  He  saw 
throuf,'h  a  glass  darkly,  but  when  the  Christ  had 
oveicoiiie  Jesus  He  laid  tht  body  down  at  will,  and 
could  take  the  .saiiu!  up  at  will,  because  the  body  had 
Jio  reality  in  the  same,  it  is  what  we  call  l>olief,  be- 
cause it  will  consume  itself  in  its  own  exertion  to 
exist.  Why  men  and  women  cannot  see  that  exist- 
ence is  not  life  seems  .so  strange  to  us,  because  the 
ti'uth  has  iH't'ii  resunt'eted  or  awakened  in  us  by  the 
experience  that  we,  have  gained  through  the  pains 
and  aches  of  the  l)ody,  and  the  trials  and  tribulations 
of  the  tiesh  and  blood  *.  "  the  world,  that  we  call  Ix'lief, 
l)ecaiise  it  is  a  creation  of  man,  not  God,  and  when 
we   sav    man    we   mean    the   unconscious   Hod   of  the 
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univorsc,  that  was  crpated  by  the  conscious  (Jod,  the 
Kathcr  of  all  iiwuikind,  hut  in  the  uiK-onscious  .state, 
and  (lod  knew  that  wc  could  crcatt-  a  Ix-licf  that 
would  t^ivc  us  the  cxix-ricnccs  that  would  eventually 
awaken  us  to  the  consciousness  of  t^lie  truth  of  our 
ou  ti  oneness  or  iina>.'e  and  likeness  of  all  thinjrs  that 
were  created  in  one  hein^,  that  we  choase  to  call  man, 
so  you  will  see  tliat  when  we  say  man  we  say  every- 
thing; that  is  i'omhincd  in  one  heinj,',  therefore  (lod 
and  man  are  one  and  tlw  same  heini^s  as  soon  as  man 
has  hecn  awakened  to  the  consciousiiesis  of  his  iK'inj; 
a  child  of  the  Fatlier  that  we  call  oneness,  for  the 
.short  way  of  e.\i)ressin»;  all  thin<^  that  were  created, 
or  that  has  lite  in  one  hciug  that  we  call  oneness  or 
(lod,  we  care  not  l)y  what  name  you  call  it,  it  will 
remain  oneness  in  sj)ite  of  us  or  what  we  choose  to  call 
the  same. 

Now  we  lio])e  you  will  always  ii'meml)er  that  you 
ai-e  a  child  of  oneness,  and  what  you  see  without,  or 
in  your  l)rothi'r  is  only  belief,  for  it  is  only  a  reflec- 
tion of  .sometImn<;  in  you  that  needs  your  attention, 
and  you  only  believe  that  your  brother  is  a  bad  man 
just  to  fjjive  yourself  a  diance  to  remedy  the  same 
within  your  own  inner  con.seiousncss  or  self,  for  if 
you  were  pure  your  ^'lasses  that  you  see  through 
would  be  lensed  by  the  purity  of  your  own  inner  self 
or  eoaiseiousness,  and  you  would  .see  in  accordance  to 
the  glasses  that  you  saw  tlirough,  so  spend  all  of  your 
time  purifying  your  own  gla-sse.s,  or  putting  your  own 
liouse  in  order,  and  you  will  find  no  time  to  look  after 
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tilt'  souls  of  your  fellow  iiicii  and  woiUL-n,  because  you 
will  he  sx)  busy  sijiininj,'  up  your  own  it^lasses  that  when 
you  <,'et  them  so  elean  tiiat  you  ean  s«ii»  no  impurities 
in  anybody  you  will  find  that  lime  has  ceased  to  Ih-, 
and  one  eternal  now  luus  taken  its  |)laee  in  your  own 
con.seiousnesjs,  and  you  have  forj^otten  that  you  wer<; 
ever  in  tijiie,  or  tliat  you  ever  believed  that  yon  saw 
anythiiif,'  except  truth  that  iM'Ionfjs  to  eternity,  be- 
cause you  have  had  all  of  the  experiences  that  time 
could  f^ive  you  and  j)ro<ited  by  the  same,  therefore  all 
is  pure  to  you  because  time  ha.s  ceased  ami  there  is  one 
eternal  now,  taken  the  place  of  the  same,  '-ind  then 
and  only  then  will  you  really  know  that  ti.  .j  is  only 
a  belief,  ereati-d  by  man  to  resurrect  the  truth  in  him 
and  c'au.se  him  to  be  eon.seious  of  the  same,  as  the 
Father  that  cn.'ated  the  same  in  the  imatje  and  like 
iitss  of  Himself,  but  in  the  unconscious  state  which  w*; 
have  been  tauj,"ht  to  call  time,  bi-cause  we  were  f?ettinjr 
the  experience  that  would  eventually  tit  us  for  eter- 
nity, by  awakenint,'  us  to  the  truth  or  consciousness  of 
our  own  oneness,  which  to  us  means  eternity  or  one 
eternal  now,  because  oneness  cannot  decay  becausL'  it 
cannot  be  disturbi'd,  for  there  is  nothint,'  outside  to 
disturb  the  same,  and  camiot  consume  itself,  because 
it  takes  energy  to  consume,  and  it  does  not  get  angry 
because  there  is  nothing  to  get  angry  with;  it  does 
not  fight,  because  there  is  nothing  to  fight  with;  it 
docs  not  forgive,  because  there  is  nothing  to  forgive, 
and  it  doi's  not  condemn,  for  the  simple  reason  that  it 
has  nothing  that  it  can  condemn,  un!e.s.s  it  is  so  nii'an 
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I  .at    il    liiis  to  condfiiin    itscll',   iiii<l    if  so   it    has   tin- 
writer's  fxtn-iiic  s\  iiij)atliy. 

Now  we  wish  von  to  iiinltrstaiKl  that  yuii  and  (io(i 
flrc  ojic  and  tlic  saiin-  as  soon  as  tiiiic  ccast's  to  voii, 
iiiid  that  will  oidy  Ik-  wIk  !i  \oi.  hav."  -raiiicd  all  of  tin; 
I'Npirit'iiccs  that  you  need,  throu;,'ii  thr  j.aiiis  and 
iiclics  of  the  iMxIy,  and  the  trials  and  tril)ulations  of 
the  world  of  so-calh'd  ticsli  and  blooil,  and  profited  oy 
the  same,  that  is  to  say.  that  the  expt'iMciiees  of  the 
five  senses  of  tin-  so-eali'd  Ixjdy  liave  made  you  kind 
ami  true  to  all  mankind  on  this  i)lane  of  eonseious- 
ness,  for  nothing,'  but  that  will  lead  you  to  tli.-  |)lane  of 
consciousness  that  all  are  ahsoluti-ly  just  to  all.  at  all 
times,  because  tiiey  have  i)i'otited  b;  the  experienei-s 
that  they  have  jjainvd  in  their  search  after  truth  in 
Muitter.  because  matter  },'iv«"s  you  the  exju'rienee  by 
the  pains  and  the  aches,  woi-ries  aiul  stews,  and  the 
trials  and  tiibulations  of  the  wdcld.  that  awaken 
the  truth  in  the  consciousness  that  is  eternal,  brcaiisc 
it  possesses  all  that  was  cn.ited  in  one  b.'in^'.  or.  in 
other  words,  in  the  inuijre  and  likeness  of  the  Father, 
that  we  call  the  conscious  (iod  of  the  universe,  and 
wlien  wc  have  jrained  this  plane  of  consciousness  wc 
will  be  like  Ilim,  and  Ilim  moans  to  us  the  spirit  of 
truth,  the  Father  of  all  mankind,  and  then  we  will  not 
get  angry,  Ixx-ause  there  is  nothing  that  can  mak<'  us 
angry,  because  we  possess  all  thing.s  combined  in  one- 
ness and  know  the  same,  and  for  that  rea.son  we 
endure  forever,  and  have  all  of  the.  attributes  of  the 
God   of  oneness,   therefore   we   cannot   con«unie  our- 
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wives,  lu'caiisc  \vf  (ixort  no  eiu'r>?y  or  power  to  sustain 
ourselves,  brause  we  an;  oneness  containing  all 
within  llie  enihrace  of  its  own  heinj?,  and  for  this 
reason  alone  eannot  Iw  disturhed,  hecauso  there  is 
nothing  to  disturb  the  same,  l)ut  must  have  life  eter- 
nal, and  nothing  else  can  endure  from  sverlasting  unto 
everlasting  except  it  possesses  oneness  and  is  con- 
scious of  tiho  same.

that  what  Cod  gave  to  man  all  of  the  men  and  wome- 
of  the  world  cannot  take  in  tli'*  ;•    '.'lest  degree,  and 
how  men  and  women  iK'lieve  such  nonsense  is  to  us 
unthinkal)lc.  and  we  must  thank  the  powers  that  be. 
and  (lod  in  g(4ieral,  that  it  is  also  unbelievable.     Of 
course  W(>  also  know  that  t'hcy  l)olieve  the  same  lK>cau.s(! 
they  need  the  exjM^rience  that  the  belief  alone  can  give 
them,  and  for  that  reason  alone  we  do  not  find  fault 
or  condemn  them,  for  if  they  sow  condemnation,  we 
know  that  they  will  reap  the  harvest  of  the  same,  it  is 
their  funeral,  and  has  nothing  to  do  with  us,  only  in 
so  far  that  we  must  forgive  tlK.u  no  matter  how  ridi- 
culous it  seems  to  us,  for  we  are  our  brother's  keeper 
in  so  far,  and  no  farther,  that  we  must  forgive  them 
for  all  that  they  do,  and  condemn  them  for  nothing, 
and  send  our  sympathy  to  them,  no  matter  what  th<>y 
do,  for  if  we  are  right  ourselves  we  will  not  see  any 
evil  in  our  fellow  men  and  women,  because  when  our 
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Klusst's  art!  pure  we  will  see  uH  things  pure,  because 
we  are  on   tin-  plaiu'  that   iian  no  impurities  in   tlie 
saiiic,  auti  t'oi-  that  n-asoii  to  the  pure  all  is  pure  ami 
cannot  he  otiitrwise.  no  matter  what  we  believe  to  the 
eontrary,   for  the  «livine  law  is  that  whatsoever  we 
sow  that  will  we  also  reap,  so  if  you  do  not  wish  to 
H'ap  the  harvest,  please  do  not  sow,  for  after  wu  liave 
.sown  you  can  Im*  jus  sorry  as  you  like  and  believe  that 
you  are  foryiven  or  saved  as  long  as  you  plea.se,  but  as 
sure  as  (iod   is,  if  you  sow,  the  erop   is  yours  and 
eannot  be  reaped  by  anybody  else,  because  (lotl  has 
oidy  one  law,  and  that  is  attraction,  and  if  you  sow 
you  will  attract  the  harvest,  for  (Jod  and  law  are  one 
and  know  no  forgiveness,  and  have  nothing?  to  con- 
demn,  I)ecau.se  the  law  i^  that  whatsoever  you  sow 
that  will  you  also  reap.    With  all  due  respect  to  what 
all  of  the  men  and  women  that  the  world  ever  knew 
believed,  they  cannot  chanjje  one  tittle  of  the  law  that 
is  a'     '    'civ  just  to  all,  at  all  times,  and  under  all  cir- 
cumsi...ices,  .so  sow  justice  to  all  and  reap  eternal  life, 
because  that  is  the  only  law  that   (Jod,  love  or  the 
luiiverse  ever  will  know,  l)ecau.se  that  is  eternal  life 
for  all  and  to  all. 

The  belief  that  men  and  women  were  a  creation 
of  the  God  of  oneness  is  not  in  accord  with  the  law  of 
absolute  justice,  therefore  is  not  divine,  and  if  we 
wish  to  know  the  difference  between  the  human  laws 
of  selfishness  and  the  one  divine  law  of  absolute  jus- 
tice, we  must  have  the  truth  awakened  within  us  to 
the  degree  that  we  can  understand  what  is  just,  and

neither  can  then-  Im'  anvthinjr  except  justice  when  we 

are    undi-r   tiie  one    law    that    created    and    rules    the 

universe. 

Voii  nicd  not  he  even  l)«;ical  to  w:-  that  men  and 
women  were  not  a  creation  of  (Jod's  law.  for  like 
he^rets  like,  and  there  is  not  one  attrihute  of  (Jod  in

an^ry.  does  not  lau;rh,  does  not  cry.  do  s  not  try  to 
^'et  the  hest  of  anyone  or  anythin<r,  hecause  Ife  knows 
tliat  there  is  nothinp  to  jjet  the  hest  of.  hecause  He 
knows  that  there  is  notliinj;  out.side  of  Himself,  there- 
fore cannot  do  anythiiif;  that  will  con.sume  himself, 
and  men  and  women  (onsume  themselves  in  their 
own  exertion  fo  sustain  Miem,selves.  i.'d  for  tJiat 
reason  they  are  notliinp  hut  discord,  w.iieh  Ls  .s<'lf- 
coii.siimin«r.  therefore  w.  call  the  same  death.

so-ciilli'd  kin}.'  down  to  \\u-  .socallcd  criminal  arc  a 
creation  of  man  made  laws,  and  conditions  and  cir 
<  iimstanci's,  (»r  so-calli-d  liirtli  in  tlir  nalm  of  exist 
cnce.  to  n\\(>  Hicm  the  verv  experience  that  ih.y  need 
t<»  awaken  them  to  the  conseiousni  ss  of  the  individual 
ity  that  po.s.se.s,ses  divine  lit'e,  that  was  a  free  ^ift  o\' 
(iod  or  oui'ness  to  all  rejrardless  of  their  station  in  tie- 
I'ealm  of  existence.  Imchusc  when  t'lie.x  have  «;ained  the 
ex|)erienc('  that  their  various  stations  in  the  world  of 
e.xi.stence,  which  we  call  Itelief,  and  is  ojdy  to  srive  each 
one  the  exp<'rii'nces  that  he  needs,  to  hrin};  him  to  the 
conscious  knowledjfc  of  his  own  individual  oneness 
with  all  life.  liberty,  law  ami  th<'  inrelliirenee  thai 
lirin>fs  us  all  to  one  level.  Chri.st  said  that  "'In  .Mv 
Father's  house  there  are  many  mansions;'  that  means 
to  us  many  planes  of  con.sciousiiess.  and  for  thai  rea- 
son there  is  such  a  variety  of  ditVerent  positions  in 
the  world  that  accounts  for  there  beiii^'  k'nias  ami 
queens,  dukes  and  duche.s.si's,  iiij,di  and  low.  rich  and 
r»oor.  fjood  and  had.  lH)othlacks  and  criminals,  vaj.'- 
raiitfs  and  teachers,  profi-ssurs  and  ilio.se  thai  know 
and  do  not  profe',.sto  know,  as  well  a.s  so-called  j>liiloso- 
phers;  in  fac*,  tlicre  has  to  he  a.s  <;reat  a  varii  'y  of 
positions  in  ()elief  as  there  are  ditt'erent  planes  of  eon- 
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sciousnoss  in  God's  univorso,  so  that  each  one  can  get 
the  very  experience  that  he  shall  need  to  awaken  hini 
to  the  consciousness  of  His  own  oneness,  and  the 
greater  our  belief  in  the  reality  of  our  greatness  in  the 
world  the  jjrander  will  be  the  realization  of  the  eternal 
life  that  we  will  know  that  we  all  possess. 

But  please  remember  that  as  long  as  there  is  any 
discord  in  us  we  will  never  reach  the  plane  that  we 
call  heaven,  for  the  so-called  hell  is  between  the 
unconscious  state  and  the  conscious  state  of  being, 
and  we  have  to  go  through  hcU  to  reach  heaven,  and 
as  hell  is  only  a  condition  that  we  have  to  have  to 
give  us  all  of  the  pains  and  aches,  that  eventually 
consume  the  body,  and  all  of  the  trials  and  tribula- 
tions that  will  before  time  ceases  to  us  consume  the 
world  of  belief,  and  all  that  will  be  left  is  everything 
that  w-as  created  by  the  conscious  God  of  the  uni- 
verse, and  that  is  all  knowledge,  because  knowledge  or 
knowing  is  eternal  life,  and  endures  forever,  because 
it  is  just  to  all,  that  means  that  it  loves  all  because 
all  is  oneness. 

This  world  is  built  out  of  the  needs  of  the  indi- 
vidual consciousness  of  mankind^  and  what  causes  all 
of  the  variety  of  conditions  and  circumstances,  and 
what  makes  kings,  queens,  dukes  and  duchesses,  as 
well  as  so-called  criminals  and  jail  birds,  vagrants 
and  so-called  educated  people,  and  also  the  belief  in 
the  high  and  the  low,  the  good  and  the  bad,  also  the 
ones  that  believe  that  they  are  saved,  and  believe  that 
you  are  lost,  just  because  you  cannot  believe  the  same

as  llioy  do,  lu'vor  r.^aliziug  tliat  all  of  the  different 
Miefs  and  different  conditions  and  stations  in  the 
world  were  only  the  lack  of  knowing  by  experience. 
The  oidy  teacher  and  friend  of  men  and  women  that 
the  world  ever  knew,  or  ever  will  know,  for  without 
these  different  cults  and  religions,  and  the  different 
bclief.s,  and  the  different  stations  in  the  world,  men 
and  women  would  never  gain  the  state  of  harmony 
that  w«  have  been  taught  to  call  heaven,  so  we  do  not 
condenui  or  find  fault  with  anv  condition  that  e.xLsts 
in  the  world  of  belief,  because  we  know  that  it  is  a 
necessary  experience  that  men  and  women  must  have 
before  they  will  awaken  to  the  consciousness  of  their 
oneness  with  all  life,  and  with  intelligence  enough  to 
know  that  life,  intelligence  and  knowledge  are  all 
divine  and  endure  forever,  because  they  are  attribute!^ 
of  God  or  onejKvss.  and  when  we  say  oneness  we  mean 
all  that  is  in  one  being,  and  nothing  short  of  that  is 
eternal  life. 

AVe  are  often  asked  what  is  truth,  and  in  answer- 
ing the  same  we  do  not  mean  what  we  often  Jiear  men 
and  women  say  is  truth,  for  we  often  hear  tiiem  say 
that  what  is  truth  to-day  may  not  be  truth  to-morrow, 
and  when  we  say,  and  say  it  very  emphatic,  or  pasi- 
tively  if  you  like  tiiat  word  better,  that  they  do  not 
know  what  they  are  talking  about;  they  only  mean  to 
say  that  what  appeai-s  to  be  the  truth  to  them  to-day 
is  not  a  truth  to  them  tu-morrow,  because  tliey  have 
awakened  to  a  higher  plane  of  consciousness,  and  what 
only  appeared  to  be   tlie   truth  yesterday   they  saw 
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tliro..jrl,  purer  -laases  to-.l^y  than  thev  diil  yesterday 
therefore  what  they  believed  to  be  the  truth "ve.stenlav' 
helonjfs  only   to  the  plane  of  eonseiousnes.s  tliat   we 
vibrated  upon  yesterday,  thei'efore  tliov  know  to-dav 
that  what  they  believed  to  be  tlu'  trutli  wa.s  onlv  true 
on  that  plane  of  con.sciousrK'ss  to  givo  them  the 'neces- 
sary experieiKv  that  they  will  have  to  hav.'  to  rise  to 
a  liifrher  plane  to-day  than  they  were  on  vesterdav 
forgetting  that  if  they  di.l  not  believ    he  same  to  bJ 
the  truth  ,t  could  not  have  given  them  the  nece.s.sarv 
experience  to  caus.-  them  to  rise  to  a  liiglu-r  plane  of 
con.sciousiiess,  but  remember  that  all  truth  is  iv  the 
linage  and  likene.ss  of  God  or  oneness,  which  is  life 
eternal,  therefore  mu.st  be  absolutely  just  to  all  on  all 
planes  of  consciousnes.s,  becau.se  nothing  but  the  truth 
will  be  true  to  us  on  all  planes  of  consciousness  timt 
we  can  ever  rise,  or  even  a.spire  to,  for  all  truth  is  true 
on  all  planes,  and   for  that  reason  cannot  consume 
Itself  or  change  one  tittle  in  all  of  the  endless  ages  of 
eternity. 

Then  what  is  truth  is  one  of  those  questions  that 
each  one  Jias  to  answer  for  'himself,  and  cannot  be 
answered  until  he  knows  the  truth  for  himself,  by  the 
.'xperience  that  he  has  gained  through  the  realm  that 
was  created  by  man,  only  to  give  him  the  experiences 
that  would  eventually  awaken  the  truth  within  his 
own  inner  consciousness,  but  would  never  cease  to 
punish  himself  until  their  object  was  accomplished, 
no  matter  how  long  or  how  much  .self-inflicted  punisli- 
"icnt  it  would  take,  it  will  have  to  give  you  the  same, 
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until  you  luivc  realiz'd  that  of  yourself  you  were 
uothinor,  and  could  do  notliinjr.  hut  the  law  throufjh 
you,  which  Christ  calls  the  Father,  and  then  you  will 
know  that  all  is  truth  that  was  a  on-ation  of  the 
<-oiiscious  (lod  of  the  universe,  and  even  the  exjx'ri- 
<'nees  that  you  had  to  have  to  hriiig  you  to  the  con- 
.sciousnes.s  of  your  own  ont'iK'ss  with  all  life. 

This  world,  heinj,'  niau-made,  only  to  j;ive  us  the 
experience  that  we  must  have,  to  awaken   us  to  the 
<onsciousness  of  the  truth  of  our  own  oni-ness  with  all 
life,  and  to  all  appearanct^s  we  can  he  as  nraii  to  our 
fellow  men  and  women  as  we  please,  and  helieve  that 
we  know  the  same  to  be  the  truth,  never  realizing?  that 
there  is  a  law  behind  all  appearances,  that  is  a  rt^ality, 
and  is  absolutely  just  to  everything  that  is.  and  also 
to  all  that  only  appeai-s  to  be,  for  in  the  end  we  will 
know    that    the   Master,    Christ,    uttcretl   some   gri^t 
truths,  whether  we  believe  in  Jesus  Christ  or  not,  it 
will  make  no  difference  to  the  divine  law,  because  it 
knows  that  all  will  realize  the  oni'  law,  after  they  have 
indicted    enough    self-punishment     on     themselves    to 
cause  them  to  come  down  off  their  high  horse  of  self- 
iinporatance,  or  even  self-righteousness,  for  the  belief 
in  a  God  that  will  forgive  them  makes  self-righteous 
hypocrites  by  the  mighty  millions,  and  that  s«ime  will 
give  them  the  self-made  punishment,  or  self-intiicted 
experience  that  will  make  them  see  that  the  law  of  for- 
giveness is  a  human  law  that  all  must  conform  to. 
sooner  or  later,  for  by  the  law  that  you  forgive  all 
are  you  forgiven,  and  by  the  law  that  you  condemn 
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anybodv   .'ov  anything  yon  have  condemned  yo  irself. 
not  because  Christ  said  forgive  them  just  as  they  for- 
give their  fellow  men  and  women,  hut  because  it  is 
the  one  law  that  created  and  rules  all  things,  regard- 
less of  what  we  Ix'lieve,  for  it  is  human  to  forgive,  and 
divine  to  forget,  therefore  if  you  forgive  all,  the  divin- 
ity has  Ix'ei    resurrected  in  your  inner  consciousness 
to  the  same  degree  that  you  forgive  all,  and  for  that 
reason  alone  when  you  forgive  anybody  for  anything 
with  your  inner  self,  which  is  a  creation  of  the  God  of 
justice  that  created  and  rules  the  universe,  you  have 
also  forgotten  the  same,  bwause  you  are  the  law,  the 
whole  law,  and  noth  ;.g  but  the  lart-,  for  there  is  noth- 
ing else  in  all  of  Clod's  domains,  so  when  you  have 
r<>surrected   enough   truth    within,   so   that   vou   will 
know  younself,  you  will  know  all  that  is  knowable, 
and  as  knowledge  alone  rules,  you  will  also  have  awak- 
ene<l  enough  knowledge  within  your  own  inner  con- 
sciousness to  rule  .vourself,  and  he  that  can  rule  him- 
self can  ruh^  the  whole  universe  of  God  or  oneness,  for 
you  contain  the  po.s.sil)ilities  of  the  whole  universe,  so 
we  beg  of  yon,  if  you  would  l>e  of  any  service  to  the 
human  ra(!c,  start  at  home,  and  first  take  the  beam  out 
of  your  own  eye  and  you  will  see  clearly  to  take  the 
mote  out  of  your  brother's  eye,  and  when  you  have 
removed  the  beam  out  of  your  own  eye  you  will  so  far 
have  overcome  self  that  tin?  mote  has  been  removed 
from  our  brother's  eye,  so  all  that  one  can  do  for 
another  is  to  purify  your  own  self  and  overcome  your- 
self,  for  in  so  doing  you   have  overcome   the  whole 
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univorse,  and  all  tliat  is  therein  contained,  so  be  kind. 
l)e  true,  he  just  to  all  on  this  plane  of  consciousness, 
and  you  will  rise  to  one  plane  after  anotlier,  until 
you  will  awaken  to  the  consciousness  that  you  and  the 
Father  ar(>  one,  lyecause  you  will  know  that  each  one 
possesses  the  whole  as  well  as  rules  the  whole. 

We  want  you  to  thoroughly  understand  that  it 
makes  no  difference  to  anyone  except  yourself  what 
you  helieve,  because  as  long  as  there  is  any  discord  in 
you  you  have  not  yet  been  saved  from  the  trials  and 
tribulations  of  the  belief  realm,  and  we  wisli  you  to 
distinctly  remember  that  as  long  as  you  can  get  angry 
you  are  still  in  the  world  of  belief.  It  matters  not 
how  long  you  have  been  dead  according  to  the  teach- 
ings of  the  world,  for  the  whole  world  is  dead  and 
everything  that  we  believed  it  contained.  The  Christ 
said  let  the  dead  bury  the  dead,  but  to  follow  Ilim. 
Now  everything  that  appears  to  us  in  the  world  is 
what  we  call  belief,  because  it  is  only  a  creation  of 
man  to  give  him  the  necessary  experience  to  awaken 
the  truth  within  the  divine  consciousness  in  us,  until 
we  know  that  anger  is  death,  and  all  discord  or  disease 
is  death,  and  we  can  believe  what  we  may,  all  belief  is 
in  the  world,  and  of  the  world,  and  Christ  said,  "I  am 
in  the  world  but  not  of  the  world,"  and  why?  Be- 
cause Christ  represents  God,  and  God  is  all  that  there 
is  in  the  whole  universe  that  endures  forever,  simply 
because  it  possesses  oneness  and  cannot  decay,  because 
it  looks  to  nothing  for  anything,  because  it  possesses 
all  things  combined  in  one  being  that  we  call  oneness, 
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but  Jesus  lu'ing  in  the  world  and  of  the  world  con- 
sumes Hims<'lt'  in  His  own  exertion  to  exist.  Every 
tiiu(!  that  anything  that  belongs  to  the  world  moves  it 
consumes  itself  to  the  extent  of  its  own  exertion,  and 
every  titne  the  l)ody  moves  it  is  consuming  itself,  and 
as  soon  as  it  cannot  replace  as  much  energy  as  it  has 
consumexl,  by  eating  or  any  other  device  that  men  and 
women  can  mak<'  use  of,  he  lays  the  boily  down  and 
they  say  he  is  dead,  but  in  truth  he  always  was  dead, 
for  anything  that  has  life  endures  forever  and  cannot 
be  taken  by  all  of  the  men*and  women  that  the  world 
ever  knew. 

Death  is  not  laying  the  body  down ;  death  is  the 
exertion  that  caused  it  to  cease  breathing;  disease  is. 
caused  by  the  lack  of  experience  to  cause  us  to  know, 
for  to  know  is  life,  and  there  is  only  one  life,  and  that 
was  a  free  gift  of  oneness,  which  we  have  been  taught 
to  call  (lod;  death  is  only  another  name  for  worry; 
all  men  and  women  worry  until  they  get  the  experi- 
ence that  will  make  them  know  that  individually  they 
ai-e  not  men  and  women,  but  man,  and  men  and 
women  will  not  be  satisfied  until  they  know  that  man 
cainiot  be  separated,  they  only  believe  that  they  can, 
to  give  them  the  self-inflicted  punis'hment  or  experi- 
ence that  they  need  to  awaken  enough  truth  within 
their  inner  consciousness  to  know  that  they  are  the 
man  that  God  created  in  the  image  and  likeness  of 
Himself,  so  you  will  see  that  all  that  was  a  creation  of 
the  conscious  God  was  in  the  image  and  likened  of 
God  or  onene.ss,  that  endures  forever,  and  all  that  vou 
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see  through  dual  eyes  is  death,  because  it  is  selt'-ooii- 
suiuing,  because  it  lias  to  worry  and  sti'U'  and  has  all 
of  tlw  so-called  trials  and  tribulations  of  the  world 
that  was  created  by  man.  and  will  end  by  its  own 
I'Xcrtiou  to  exist,  therefore  has  no  life  that  tlie  (Christ 
spoke  of  when  He  said,  "let  the  dead  bury  the  dead, 
but  follow  Hiin,"  and  lie  bein^  spirit  antl  truth,  we 
iiUKst  follow  Him  in  spirit  and  in  truth  if  we  wish  to 
endure  forever,  or,  in  other  words,  resurrect  the  life 
that  was  given  to  all  mankind,  long  Ix-fore  the  world 
of  belief  was  created,  and  as  all  life  is  eternal,  we 
must  also  be  eternal,  then  all  life  is  eternal,  b(H;ause 
it  has  nothing  to  do  that  can  consume  the  same,  then 
death  is  all  b<'lief,  because  it  consumes  itsidf,  as  soon  as- 
the  work  for  which  it  was  created  by  man  has  been 
accomplished,  for  out  of  nothing  it  came  and  unto 
nothing  must  again  return. 

Men  and  women  believe  that  they  are  sa V(h1,  and 
they  have  not  the  first  attribute  of  the  living  God 
of  tht!  univeree,  for  they  get  angry,  and  they  worry, 
and  they  are  discontented  as  we  are,  and  we  want  ;ou 
to  distinctly  understand  that  as  long  as  they  can  be 
disturbed  by  anything  they  will  stay  in  the  hell  of 
belief,  for  heaven  is  complete  harmony  Ix'cause  they 
know  that  they  possess  all  and  can  do  all  that  is 
doable,  for  the  simple  faet  that  they  know  tliat  then; 
is  only  one  law  in  the  universe,  and  they  know  that 
they  are  that  law,  and  they  also  know  that  there  is 
only  one  will  and  one  life,  and  obedience  to  the  same 
is  liberty,  and  for  this  reason  they  know  that  it  is  not 
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them  that  do  the  work,  but  the  Father  through  them, 
thort'fore  their  will  and  the  one  will  of  the  universe 
are  one,  and  they  know  that  it  is  not  my  will  but  Thy 
will  be  done,  and  they  have  awakened  enough  intelli- 
gence to  use  the  one  will  of  the  universe,  and  nothing 
short  of  tliat  is  the  heaven  that  tht  Christ  spoke  of 
when  He  said  that  the  kingdom  of  heaven  was  within 
you,  and  remember  that  you  will  never  reach  this  plane 
•of  consciousness  as  long  as  there  is  any  belief  or  dis- 
cord, disease  or  discontentment  in  your  whole  being, 
because  these  are  the  attributes  of  the  so-called  hell  of 
Iwlief  that  will  never  consume  itself  as  long  as  there 
is  any  discord  in  you  to  feed  upon,  for  nothing  but 
the  lack  of  experience  that  causes  you  to  know  will 
ever  purify  you  and  cause  you  to  cease  to  believe,  for 
belief  is  the  cause  of  all  of  the  experience  that  we 
have  to  have  to  let  the  same  consume  itself,  instead  of 
being  fed  and  clothed  on  ourselves,  for  the  very  exist- 
ence of  all  belief  is  only  the  lack  of  knowledge  or 
knowing,  for  as  soon  as  experienee  has  taught  us  to 
know  will  we  ever  cease  to  believe,  and  all  belief  is 
only  discord  and  death,  just  as  truly  as  knowledge  or 
knowing  is  of  God  or  oneness,  and  is  from  everlasting 
unto  evelasting,  because  it  knows  that  it  possesses  all 
things  that  were  created  by  the  conscious  God  of  one- 
ness, therefore  is  divine  and  can  be  nothing  else  ex- 
cept eternal. 

We  repeat,  some  one  says,  and  they  foi^et  that 
Christ  repeated  the  divine  law,  which  you  may  have 
been  taught  to  call  the  Lord's  Prayer,  through  the  lips 
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of  Jesus,  until  He  grew  into  the  likeness  of  the  same, 
otherwise  He  eould  not  have  overeonie  Jesus  so  cjisy  as 
He  did,  and  as  Je.sus  represents  the  world  of  belief 
He  also  overeomi'  tlie  world,  and  if  men  and  woiueii 
ever  expect  to  overeonie  self,  which  represents  the 
world  of  belief,  they  also  must  repeat  the  sayings  of 
the  Master,  Christ,  until  they  grow  into  the  likeness 
of  the  same,  for  if  they  would  repeat  tin;  Lord's. 
Prayer,  so-ealled,  espeeially  where  it  swys  "forgive 
tliem  their  tn'spases  just  as  they  forgive  those  that 
trespass  against  them,"  you  will  see  that  the  Master, 
Christ,  never  taught  that  the  divine  law  would  forgive 
you.  He  taught  that  you  must  forgive  all,  and  you 
were  fdrgiven  just  in  aceordane(!  as  you  forgave  all 
mankind.  You  see  that  the  law  is  entirely  human, 
th(!refore  it  is  huiiuin  to  forgive,  ami  divine  to  forget,^ 
and  the  divinity  in  you  forgets  the  same,  just  in  ac- 
eordanee  as  you  forgive  all  mankind  for  everything 
that  you  believe  that  they  have  dont;  unto  you,  au-i 
metliinks  a  l)lin<l  man  eould  si-e  that  by  the  sanu;  lav,- 
that  we  forgive  all  mankind  we  an'  forgiven,  and  no 
other  law,  beeaus;>  each  one  Is  the  law,  and  there  is 
only  one  law  in  the  whole  universe,  and  that  is  the  law 
of  attraction,  because  it  is  absolutely  just  to  all  all  of 
the  time.  Oh,  we  hear  someone  say,  that  God  has 
laws,  because  there  Is  the  law  of  repulsion'  as  well  as 
the  law  of  attraction,  never  realizing  that  the  law  of 
attraction  repulses  as  well  as  attracts,  ajid  the  one 
law  will  repulse  to-day,  because  you  have  not  had  all 
of  the  experieuCf;  that  you  needed,  therefore  it  will 
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iittracf  the  snm,.  as  soon  a.s  you  hit  v..  IihiI  {\ xperi- 

.•nn.  that  you  will  attract  tin-  same,  hut  it  is  only  on.- 
Inw,  hmujs.'  you  eould  not  liav..  absolute  justic  if 
tlicT..  was  rnon.  than  on.-  law;  laws  are  hunu.n  and 
law  18  tiivim',  for  there  is  only  one  of  everything  in 
(Jod'.s  universr,  and  man.  hcin)?  in  tile  inuiK«'  and  lik.'- 
n('s,s  of  (Jod,  al.so  posses.s.'s  only  one  of  all  things  that 
iu-v  real  h.-eaiisc  tin-  sairie  is  what  we  call  oneness. 

So  do  not  find  fault  with  anyhody  that  will  repeat 
and  re-repeat  the  divine  law,  for  the  oftener  you  re- 
peat the  same  the  more  you  will  b.'come  into  the  inui^f 
and  likeness  of  the  same,  and  if  our  advice  would  he 
of  any  good  to  you  we  would  ask  you  to  repeat  the 
ivords,  "I  forj?ive  all,  I  forpiv.-  all,"  until  you  have 
forgotten   that  you  had  anything'  to   forgive,  and  if 
you   will    repeat   the   same  long  enough   and  sincere 
enough    you    will    awaken    the    divine    consciousness 
within  yourself,  until  you  will  forget  that  they  ever 
fried  to  he  mean  to  you,  and  then  and  only  then  will 
you  have  awakened  the  truth  within  your  inner  jon- 
seiousness  until  you  will  know,  and  know  that  you 
know,  that  no  one  except  yourself  can  do  you  any 
harm  or  any  good  in  reality ;  they  only  appear  to  iii 
the  realm  of  belief,  which  is  a  creation  of  man,  seeking 
expression  through  matter,  only  to  give  him  the  neces- 
sary experience  to  awaken  him  to  the  t     th  of  his  own 
■oneness  with  all  life. 

The  greatest  trouble  with  the  human  race  they 
will  not  repeat  the  divine  law;  they  try  and  keep  away 
from  even  hf>aring  the  same,  and  if  perchance  you  do 
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hear  .s<»iii('  p  •fiiclicr  irpcjit  the  diviiu'  law,  In-  almost 
iiiVHria!)ly  rcptats  tlif  sjiiin'  as  a  dutv  tliat  In-  owes  liis 
oonjrn'trafioii.  iM-causc  tlicy  an*  pa\  inj;  liiiii  to  do  tlitir 
ttwn  thiiikiin,',  aud  llit-y  Ixli.'v.'  tluit  he  oiiK'lit  to  know 
Miuc'h  bt'ttiT  than  tlicv,  licfausc  lie  lias  \h'vu  tu  collcjrf 
»uid  they  have  not;  tlicy  I'oi-ffct  that  it  is  Ins  Imsinrss 
just  the  saint'  a.s  it  is  tiieir  business  to  work  at  soint- 
other  o(?<*ui)ati()n,  and  he  repeats  the  Lord's  I'mvir 
with  his  lips,  althoujjii  his  heart  may  be  on  the  salary 
that  he  is  to  receive  for  the  same,  which  is  only  with  his 
li|)sand  not  in  the  spirit  of  love  and  truth,  because  th.- 
more  that  you  educate  the  head  with  other  m<'n's  ideas 
and  beliefs  the  less  chauce  he  has  to  ttnfold  the  indi- 
vidual consciousness  that  was  a  free  ^ift  to  all  by  the 
creating?  of  the  same,  in  the  in'aj,'e  and  likene.vs  of  (lod 
or  oneness,  and  cannot  be  tau},'lit  by  any  collier,,  or 
school  in  the  world,  but  must  be  tau^,;.  'y  experience, 
the  only  teacher  in  the  world  that  can  awakei;  the 
truth  in  the  individual  consciousness,  so  that  you  will 
rise  out  of  the  world  of  l)elief,  and  vibrate  with  the 
universe,  'vhich  i.s  divine,  because  it  is  a  creation  of 
<iod  or  ju'ness  that  contains  all  life,  all  love,  all  lib- 
erty, and  all  intelli}?ence. 

Now,  sui)pose  that  you  knew  that  you  possessed  all 
life,  all  love,  all  liberty  and  idl  intelliKenee.  in  f;ict 
everything  that  is  eteriud.  how  cu;dd  you  help  but  b' 
contented,  when  you  know  that  thei-e  was  no  past  or 
future,  it  wa.s  one  eternal  n(,vv,  you  could  not  think  of 
tiiUe  because  there  woidd  lie  none,  and  you  knew  the 
same-  tliii  It   would  be  unthiid<Hlili'.  and  an;.  thin<r  is

It  is  our  pur[>ose  to  ^cf  you  to  repeat  and  to  keep 
rijjht  on  repeating;  till  truth  until  you  prow  into  the 
imajje  and  likeness  of  the  same,  and  we  do  not  care 
how  often  you  repeat  the  words,  "I  love  all  and  I  for- 
•rive  all,"  for  ii'  you  repeat  the  same  often  enough  you 
will  cease  to  condemn  anybody  for  anything,  simply 
because  you  will  cea.se  to  be  under  the  law  of  cKri- 
demnation,  and  when  you  cease  to  condemn  yourself, 
(tr.  in  other  words,  eerse  to  be  under  the  law  of  con- 
demnation, you  will  not  condemn  anyobdy,  becaust? 
the  sane  will  be  an  impossibility,  fur  we  only  con- 
demn wliile  we  too  are  under  the  law  Do  not  be 
afraid  to  speak  kindly  when  your  neighbor  speaks 
unjustly,  for  kindness  is  our  only  shield  and  pro- 
tector, and  when  you  get  so  that  you  can  six-ak  kindly 
to  all  all  of  the  time  you  will  need  no  one  to  pray  for 
vou  and  none  to  protect,  for  kindness  is  its  own  pro- 
tector, and  if  you  are  kind  ail  of  the  timr  vou  will 
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('<*HMO  to  I't'Hi'.  for  kindness  on  thin  pltitic  leads  to 
.juKtiee  on  all  other  j>lan -s,  and  justiee  is  onl.v  another 
name  for  truth,  and  truth  easts  out  all  I'ear,  simply 
heeauHe  the  truth  is,  and  fear  only  appears  to  he; 
truth  is  a  reality,  an»l  fear  is  only  u  belief;  the  tirst 
is  eternal  and  the  other  is  like  a  dream,  seems  to  he 
real  while  we  are  yet  in  the  dream,  hut  soon  vanishes 
from  our  view  lnH-ause  it  is  not  a  reality. 

When  We  say  reality  we  nu'an  all  that  is  real  on 
all  planes  of  conseiousne.ss  that  man  ean  <'ver  rise  to, 
for  what  we  eall  belief  is  real  to  us  on  its  own  plane, 
hut  it  eaii  ris,'  no  higher  than  it  is  at  present,  and 
for  that  reason  we  call  the  same  belief,  beeaiise  it  is 
wlf-consuminj;,  and  is  only  real  to  us  as  lonj;  as  we 
remain  on  the  plane  of  existence  and  no  longer,  but 
what  we  call  reality  is  always  true  to  us  on  all  planes, 
simply  because  it  is  a  creation  of  the  eonseious  (Jod  of 
the  universe;  if  we  were  to  eall  it  imagination  insteail 
of  belief  you  mi<?ht  understand  us  better,  for  man's 
imagination  n'wvs  him  thi;  necessary  experience  to 
awaken  within  his  own  inner  consciousness  that  which 
we  call  reality,  hecauso  it  remains  on  all  planes  of 
consciousness,  because  it  is  eternal,  and  without  the 
belief  of  the  reality  of  our  imat^ination  we  could  not 
reach  the  plani'  that  endures  forever,  therefore  we  do 
not  condemn  imatrination  or  belief,  for  thry  are  just 
as  right  on  their  own  plane  as  th(>  truth  is  on  all 
planes. 

Without  iuuigination  we  would  not  s(>e  reality,  for 
our  iiuagiiirttioii  of  to-day  i.s  uur  ideal  of  to-morrow, 
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lor  tin-  .siiiij)le  fact  of  us  havinf?  imaginary  facultii-s 
is  proof  pasitivc  tiiat  tiiero  is  purity  within,  seekintr 
•  xprcssioii  through  our  imaginary  faculties,  that  we 
have  called   belief  for  the  lack  of  a  b;'tter  word   to 
express    the   .sanu',    and    without    these    faculties    we 
would   never  know  that   we  were  in  the   image   and 
likeness  of  (iod  or  oneness,  >;o  if  you  are  right  your- 
self yon  will  jiot  find  any  fault  with  anybody  or  any- 
thing, for  all  are  working  for  the  same  end,  and  all 
wdl  g(>t  there  in  their  own  Avay,  and  in  the^ir  own  time. 
Ami  we  can  see  no  other  way  to  attain  to  this  plane 
of  consciousness  except  the  way  that  the  Ciirist  led 
the  person  that  we  choose  to  call  Jesus,  and  that  was 
by  repeating  the  divine  law  through  the  lips  of  Jesus 
until  he  grew  into  the  image  and  likeness  of  the  same, 
for  whatever  thoughts  that  we  feed,  clothe  and  enter- 
tain the  longest,  we  grow  into  the  image  and  likeness 
of  the  same,  and  our  object  in  writing  these  lines  is 
to  get  you  to  repeat  not  only  the  divine  law  that  you 
have  been  taught  to  call  the  Ix)rd's  Prayer,  but  also 
all  of  the  sayings  of  the  .Master,  Christ,  and  not  be- 
cause He  said  tiu>  samo,  but  because  they  are  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  law  of  attraction,  that  is  absolutely 
jnst  to  all   mankind,  all  of  the  time,  and  under  all 
circumstances,  for  the  more  truth  that  you  repeat,  and 
the  oftener  you  repeat  the  same,  the  sooner  thrt  you 
will  become  tiie  truth  yourself,  therefore  we  say  tiiat 
yon  cannot  r;'peat  a  good  thing  too  often. 

When  we  see  men  and  women  laughing  and  joking 
over  what  thi-y  nidy  )«>lieve  is  the  ignorance  or  the 
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•downfall  of  their  fellow  iiien  and  women,  we  cannot 
help  but  inwardly  smile  at  what  they  only  believe  is 
their  own  greatness,  and  know  that  great  will  l)e  the 
fall  from  the  pinnacle  of  their  own  greatne.ss,  when 
they  by  the  self-intlieted  punis'hment  that  they  are 
iuieonsciously  giving  themselves  realizi^  that  they  were 
created  in  the  image  and  likeness  of  the  oiip  law  that 
•created  and  rules  the  universe,  and  that  thiy  are  tlu' 
law,  but  unconscious  of  the  same,  and  that  the  belief 
in  their  own  greatness  is  only  to  give  them  the  self- 
intlieted  experience  that  they  have  to  have  to  cause 
them  to  know  tliat  they  iu  -^  that  law.  and  that  every- 
thing that  they  do  to  any  of  the  features  of  the 
«'arth  plane  tiiey  have  done  the  same  unto  themselves, 
antl  that  they  only  laugh  at  what  they  believe  is 
somebody  else's  ignorance  or  downfall,  because  they 
Jieed  the  experience  that  that  act  will  give  them,  .so 
that  they  will  know  that  he  that  laughs  last  laugh.s 
tile  best,  and  that  you  cannot  laugli  or  cry,  find  fault 
or  laud  up,  or  si'c  the  downfall  of  anybody  except 
yourself,  liecause  the  one  law  of  the  universe  wliicli 
we  are  is  attraction,  therefore  is  al>solutely  just  to 
all,  not  only  on  this  plane  but  on  all  pbines  that  wt; 
can  ever  ri.se  to,  by  repeating  tlie  divine  law  as  often 
as  we  know  how,  for  nothing  except  self-inHieted  ])un- 
ishment  will  ever  make  us  conscious  of  the  fact  that 
everything  that  we  believe  that  we  have  done  unto 
one  of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren  you  have  done 
the  same  unto  yourself,  for  whatsoever  we  sow  that 
.shall  we  also  reaj),  for  that  is  (lod's  law.  and  the  law 
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that  we  are.  and  wo  will  not  cease  to  inflict  self-made 
punishment  until  we  not  only  know  that  we  are  the 
law,  but  are  brought  into  complete  subjection  of  the 
same,  so  if  you  do  not  wish  to  reap  punishment,  please 
do  not  sow,  for  if  you  once  sow  the  crop  is  yours,  and 
it  matters  not  how  sorry  you  pretend  to  be,  or  how 
Ion":  that  you  believe  that  you  are  forgiven,  or  even 
saved,  you  will  reap  whatsoever  you  sow. 

Just  what  a  man  thinks  in  his  heart  so  is  he,  and 
just  what  thoughts  he  obeys  in  the  physical  is  the 
experience  that  he  gives  himself.  You  must  remem- 
ber that  the  man  that  God  created  has  no  heart  in  the 
sense  that  we  say  heart,  but  it  means  the  soul  centre, 
because  men  and  women  are  a  house  divided  against 
itself,  therefore  cannot  think,  because  there  is  only 
one  thinker  in  the  universe,  and  God  gave  that  to  man 
iir  the  creating  of  the  same,  because  he  was  created 
in  the  image  and  likeness  of  Himself,  and  that  to  us 
means  oneness  or  all  that  was  create<l  combined  in  one 
being,  that  alone  is  eternal  life,  because  possessing  all 
in  one  being,  there  is  nothing  to  find  any  fault  with, 
or  no  disease  or  decay  in  any  shape  or  form,  therefore 
must  be  eternal,  so  you  will  readily  see  that  man, 
being  oneni\ss,  cannot  think  of  anything  outside  of 
liimself,  and  for  this  reason  man  Is  whatsoever  he 
thinketh,  and  is  the  master  of  all  thought  as  soon  as 
he  has  had  all  of  the  experience  that  the  belief  that  he 
is  male  or  female  separated  can  give  him,  for  in  reality 
it  cannot  be  separated,  we  only  believe  that  it  can, 
because  we  uieed  the  experience  that  that  belief  alone 
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oan  give  us,  to  awaken  us  to  tlu-  consciousnoss  of  our 
own  oneness  with  all,  and  that  we  possess  all  that  ever 
was,  or  ever  shall  be  created  combined  in  one  being, 
but  was  created  unconscious  of  tlie  same,  and  for  that 
reason  men  and  women  obey  the  thought  that  they 
were  created  in  the  image  and  likeness  of  God  that 
contains  on-^ncss,  and  they  will  keep  right  on  obeying 
the  thought  until  they  give  themselves  all  of  the  self- 
jntlicted  punishment  or  experience  that  will  eventu- 
ally awaken  us  to  the  consciousness  of  the  truth,  or 
the  reality  of  our  own  oneness,  and  then  and  only 
then  will  we  cease  to  obey  the  thought  of  our  own 
greatness,  bt'cause  when  we  know  we  will  also  know 
that  we  are  all  on  one  level,  because  we  will  also 
know  that  we  are  all  of  om^  Father  that  the  Christ 
recognized,  whi^li  we  call  the  spirit  of  truth,  becaiise 
it  is  eternal  or  from  everlasting  unto  everhusting. 

You  will  see  by  this  time  that  we  are  kept  in  the 
world  of  belief,  which  you  may  call  the  material,  by 
obeying  the  thought,  and  almost  every  day  you  will 
hear  someone  say,  "Oh,  I  have  no  time  to  think  of 
these  tilings;  it  takes  me  all  of  the  time  trying  to 
make  both  ends  meet  and  getting  three  meals  a  day," 
and  they  do  not  recognize  the  fact  that  they  are  only 
obaying  the  thoughts  of  time,  and  that  each  thought 
that  they  obey,  they  feed  and  clothe  and  entertain, 
until  they  actually  become  that  thought,  or  the  image 
iind  likeness  of  the  same;  for  instance,  someone  says 
something  about  you,  and  if  you  will  go  about  your 
own  business  and  forget  the  same  it  does  not  make  any 
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•  lifrcn-iicc  to  .voii;  hut  .voii  ht'<;ln  <o  dwell  on  the  saiiic 
jiiid  you  arc  tVcdiiij?  It  on  your  own  st'lf,  and  t'IotIiin<r 
it  with  thi'  sauic,  and  it  hej^ins  to  srow,  and  the  nion- 
that  you  dwell  on  it  the  hif:<,'er  it  heeonies,  and  if  you 
will  Feed,  elotlie  and  entertain  it  lonj;  enough  it  will 
he  the  tire  of  hell  and  consume  you  to  the  extent  of 
its  own  tire.  Now.  our  ohject  is  to  get  you  to  ceast; 
feeding,  clothing  and  entertaining  physical  thoughts 
and  get  as  husy  rej);'ating  divine  thoughts  as  you  have 
l)eon  in  entertaining  the  thought  that  "I  am  not  well,'* 
for  if  you  do  you  will  grow  into  the  image  and  like- 
ness of  the  same,  just  as  truly  as  you  would  grow 
into  the  inmagc  and  likene,ss  of  (Jod  or  oneness  if  you 
spent  the  same  amount  of  time  in  feeding,  clothing 
and  entertaining  the  divine  thought. 

The  only  reason  that  we  have  for  writing  these 
lines  is  to  tr.>  and  get  you  to  he  as  diligent  in  repeat- 
ing universal  thoughts  as  you  have  heen  in  oheying 
the  thought^  that  only  helong  to  the  world,  and  were 
created  hy  nuin  to  give  us  the  neee*i^ary  experience 
that  would  eventually  compel  us  to  hi'  just  as  diligent 
repeating  or  oljeying  divine  thoughts  as  you  were  once 
in  oheying  the  human  thought,  and  men  and  women 
are  so  stuhhorn  that  nothing  short  of  compulsion  on 
the  {)art  of  the  individual  consciousne.ss  will  ever 
cause  us  to  cease  to  helieve  that  we  know,  hecause  we 
have  iK-'en  taught  in  colleges  or  schools,  or  in  other 
words,  iiecause  we  have  heen  told  so,  hy  men  and 
womiMi  that  we  had  more  confidence  in  than  we  had 
in  the  individujil  consciousness,  that  was  created  not 
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only  by  (iod,  but  contains  all  tliat  was,  or  ever  can  be 
created  in  one  i)cin<,',  and  \v(!  call  the  same  oneness, 
for  till'  short  way  of  expressing?  everythinj^  in  one 
beinj;,  for  nothing  short  of  that  can  be  divine  and 
tndure  forever,  for  the  simple  fact  that  it  does  not 
iiave  to  look  to  anyiiody  or  anything  for  sust(>nance. 

Every  thought  that  the  individual  thinks  attracts 
life,  and  every  thought  that  men  and  women  obey 
iiltracts  death.  When  we  say  the  individual  we  mean 
the  man  that  was  a  creation  of  the  conscious  Uod  of 
tlu'  universe,  the  only  being  created  that  has  life,  and 
the  only  being  that  can  think,  for  there  is  only  one 
life  in  the  whole  universe,  and  that  life  is  eternal; 
in  other  woi-ds,  always  was  and  always  will  be;  and 
(Jod  is  that  life,  and  lie  gave  it  to  man,  in  the  crea- 
tion of  the  same,  therefore  man  alone  possesses  all 
life,  and  it  being  a  free  gift  of  (Jod  or  oneness,  always 
was  and  always  will  remajin  free,  and  cannot  be  tr'cen 
or  imparted  by  any  other  source  than  from  whence  it 
came,  and  in  no  other  way,  and  by  no  other  b  ing  can 
be  given,  and  cannot  be  taken  even  by  the  giver  of 
the  same,  for  God  or  oneness  never  makes  a  mistake, 
because  it  is  the  law  of  absolute  justice  to  all,  be- 
cause it  is  all  and  in  all,  and  through  all,  and  knows 
all,  simply  becavise  it  is  all. 

As  it  takes  life  to  think,  and  as  man  or  the  indi- 
vidual consciousness  is  in  the  image  and  likeness  of 
Ood,  because  it  was  a  creation  of  the  same,  therefore 
is  the  only  being  on  earth  or  in  heaven  that  can  think, 
for  there  is  no  other,  although  we  believe  that  men 
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iirwl  Wdiiicii  ciiii  think,  licrausc  tln'  iH-lid"  is  wli.il  rxisls 
Oil  this  phiiic  oiilv  to  fjivc  them  tlic  expt'riciit'e  that 
Ihry  Jiccd  so  flmt  thfy  can  rise  to  anotht-r  plane  of 
(•onseiousne>s,  and  as  the  tiutli  is  tlie  only  thinfj  thai 
can  rise  to  one  plane  of  consciousness  after  another 
it  takes  the  experience  of  tiie  plane  of  existence,  that 
has  five  senses  to  i)unish  ns  with  until  we  will  cease 
to  believe  that  anythinj?  is  real  that  can  consume  it- 
self, and  pass  from  our  view  and  l>e  forjrotten,  and  as 
all  truth  is  a  frev  jrift  of  (Jod  ,  ■  us,  we  possess  all 
truth,  hut  it  takes  the  experienc<'  throu^'h  the  ri-alm 
of  the  five  senses  that  we  call  material  to  awaken  us 
to  the  consciousness  of  our  oneness  with  the  (Jod  of 
the  universe,  that  possesses  all  that  is  real  and  endures 
forever,  and  is  the  truth  on  all  j)lanes  of  consciousnes«. 
and  nothing  is  the  truth  that  can  chan<re,  hut  is  real 
and  the  same  on  all  planes  of  consciousness,  simply 
hecausi'  it  is  our  own  inner  self  that  i.s  divine,  and 
when  w  '  know  ourselves  we  will  also  know  all  that  is 
knowahle,  hecause  there  is  only  one  thinker,  and  that 
it  takes  knowledge  to  think,  and  we  must  also  know 
that  we  are  that  one  law,  or,  in  other  words,  we  mast 
lie  made  conscious  of  our  own  oneness  with  all  life, 
thi'oujrh  the  realm  of  existence  hy  the  experience  that 
we  can  \ii\\\\  in  no  other  way. 

When  we  look  around  and  see  one  a  millionaire 
and  another  a  pauper,  and  one  in  good  health  and 
another  sick,  and  one  that  helieves  that  he  knows  it 
all,  and  another  that  is  willing  to  he  taught,  and  one 
lionest   and    another   dislione.-it,   and   one    thai    drinks 
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and  jiiiotlicr  Irving  to  Icgishili'  wliiil  lie  only  hdim't'S 
to  l)c  his  fallt-n  hrotli<r.  into  what  he  bclicvt-s  to  l)i' 
heaven,  and  all  of  tiie  liitf'i'rent  colors  and  nationali- 
ties and  trilx'S  of  people,  and  all  of  the  different  be- 
liefs and  i-eligions  of  the  men  an(J  wonieii  of  the  world 
We  can.  hardly  wonder  that  men  and  women  believe 
that  this  is  my  Father  and  .someone  else  is  yonr 
Father,  and  this  is  my  child  and  that  is  yonr  child, 
and  this  is  mine  and  tiiat  is  yonrs,  an<l  this  is  t;o(xl 
and  that  is  bad.  nevei-  realizin>r  that  as  .>oon  as  we 
}:ive  onrselves  the  experience  that  we  need  we  will 
know  tliat  there  is  only  one  life,  one  law,  one  liberty 
and  one  inteMijrence  in  the  whole  universe,  and  that 
we  all  possess  that  oneness  of  all  things,  and  that  the 
.spirit  of  love  is  the  Father  of  all  mankind,  and  tho 
Creator  of  all  that  the  universe  contains,  tlierefoiv? 
there  is  no  good  or  no  bad,  none  high  and  none  low. 
none  rich  and  none  poor,  none  healthy  and  none  sick. 
only  in  so  far  as  they  need  the  (xperienci-  that  that 
belief  will  give  them,  for  just  what  a  man  thinketli 
so  is  111',  and  just  what  thoughts  that  he  obeys  he 
grows  into  the  image  and  likeiie.ss  of  the  same,  and 
for  that  reason  if  we  need  the  experii-nce  that  the 
thought  that  we  are  better  than  our  less  fortunate 
neighbor  in  the  material  world,  it  is  because  we  need 
the  experience  that  that  thought  will  give  us,  there- 
fore we  obey  the  tlrnight.  and  it  is  fe<l,  clothed  and 
entertained  on  us  until  we  get  all  of  the  necessary 
experience  that  it  alone  can  give  us.  ami  then  we  will 
know   that  all   is  on<^j}c.«s.   as-r-l  that   one   is  no  Ix^tter 
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than  all,  for  all  wiTc  the  creation  of  one  Father,  there- 
ftire  are  all  alike  individually,  hut  we  are  different 
IxTsoiially,  because  we  need  different  experiences  to 
awaken  the  same  truth  within  our  own  inner  con- 
sciousness, and  as  soon  as  we  know,  knowledge  or 
knowing?  puts  us  all  on  one  level,  let  us  be  black, 
white,  yellow  or  red,  and  it  matters  not  what  we  be- 
lieve; we  can  believe  that  we  arc  Methodists,  Roman 
Catholics,  or  any  other  relifirious  body  that  we  may  bo 
pleased  to  call  ourselves,  the  law  that  we  call  God 
knows  us  for  w'hat  we  are,  and  not  by  what  we  believe 
that  we  are,  or  even  what  we  can  make  other  people 
believe  that  we  are;  God  knows,  but  men  and  women 
only  believe ;  God  is  real,  men  and  women  are  only  a 
counterfeit;  God  thinks,  men  and  women  obey  the 
thought;  God  endures  forever,  men  and  women  con- 
sume themselves  in  their  own  exertion  to  sustain  theni- 
•  elves,  and  man  being  a  creation  of  God  also  thinks 
when  he  has  been  made  conscious  of  his  own  divinity, 
or  his  own  oneness  with  all  life,  and  that  can  only  he 
accomplished  through  the  realm  of  existence  in  mat- 
ter; or,  in  other  words,  the  belief  that  we  are  men 
and  women  separated,  and  as  long  as  we  believe  that 
we  are  separated,  or,  in  other  words,  sexed,  we  will 
obey  the  thought,  becauso  we  are  servants  of  the 
thought,  and  man  alone  is  master  of  the  thought,  and 
when  we  think  we  will  think  in  accordance  with  the 
one  thought  of  the  universe,  and  the  thought  will 
obey  our  will,  because  our  will  and  the  divine  will 
will  be  one,  and  when  we  arrive  at  this  plane  of  con- 
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Bciousncss  we  will  ab>o  know  what  the  Clii-ist  im-ant 
when  lie  saiil  that  it  was  not  Hi  in  hut  the  Fat  lie  i- 
through  Iliiu  that  does  the  work,  and  reinoiaber  the 
Christ  also  said  that  we  were  servants  and  that  we 
must  rhe  and  be  masters;  the  master  alone.'  thinks, 
but  the  servant  obeys  the  thought,  therefore  the  ser- 
vant eonsumts  itself,  but  the  master  endures  forever. 
When  you  see  one  person  sliun  someone  eLse  be- 
eause  he  believes  that  he  is  above  them,  or  knows 
more  than  tiiem,  you  will  not  be  disturbed  unless  there 
is  something  in  yourself  that  needs  bringing  into  sub- 
jection to  the  one  will  of  the  universe,  for  to  the  pure 
all  is  pure,  and  to  him  that  is  complete  oneness  can- 
not be  disturbed,  you  must  through  the  experience 
that  you  have  gained  through   matter  get  like  the 
Christ  of  old,  be  in  the  world  of  discord  and  turmoil, 
but  not  of  the  world,  and  then  you  can  be  at  peace 
with  all  men,  in  the  midst  of  discord,  diisease,  turmoil

that  the  Christ  uid,  and  you  will  be  likt;  Ilim,  when 
you  have  overcome  all  of  the  pains  and  aches  and 
the  trials  and  tribulations  of  the  world,  for  out  of 
great  trials  and  tribulations  is  the  peace  attained  that 
passes  all  human  comprehension,  and  in  no  other  way, 
for  there  is  no  other  way  to  bring  me/i  and  women  to 
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the  coiisciousncHs  of  their  own  oncm'ss  with  hII  of  the 
creations  of  the  conseious  (io«l  of  the  nuiiverse.  that 
}ih)ne  puts  iiH  ail  on  one  level. 

Did  it  ever  occur  to  you  that  all  of  the  intellectual 
jriants  only  talk  to  the  ^jallery,  or,  in  other  words,  our 
heads,  that  are  here  to-day  and  none  to-morrow,  in- 
stead of  the  ground  tloor  of  our  soul  centres,  or 
hearts,  if  you  wish  to  call  it  so,  which  is  a  free  jrift 
of  (lod  or  oneness  and  etiduns  for;.'ver  and  ever  be- 
cause it  is  divin«',  and  they  will  tell  you  all  about 
everyhoily  except  theins<'lVes,  and  tell  you  that  they 
know  the  same,  when  in  reality  they  do  not  know 
aiiythin<j  al)out  anybody  except  themselves,  ami  as 
lonj?  as  they  believe  that  they  know  so  much  about  iheir 
fellow  men  they  have  not  yet  <rot  the  necessary  experi- 
ence to  awaken  the  life  within  themselves,  therefore 
they  do  not  know  anythin«;  about  themselves,  for  tin' 
only  way  that  you  will  ever  know  yourself  is  by  what 
you  believe  about  your  fellow  men  and  women,  for  all 
of  the  discord  that  you  see  in  all  of  the  so-called  men 
and  women  of  tlie  world  needs  your  attention  at 
home,  for  in  reality  no  one  can  see  any  discord  in 
their  fellow  men  and  women  unless  there  is  .somethiufr 
in  him  to  attract  the  same.  ])ecause  the  universe  only 
has  one  law,  and  each  one  is  that  law,  therefore  it 
metes  out  absolute  .justice  to  all,  and  nothinp  else  but 
the  one  law  of  attraction  can  Ik?  absolutely  just  to  all 
all  of  the  time,  because  you  are  that  law,  and  in  the 
last  analysis  every  act  or  thought  that  you  send  out 
to  your  fellow  men  and  women  will  return  again  to 
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vou.  hihI  >(»u   will  cv.'iitiuillv   know   that   .v.r.v  tliiiin 
that  vou  <l()  to  HiivlKxly  or  hii\  thiiiK  will  ntuni  ajraiii 
to  voii.  n-KanlU'ss  of  all  of  tli.'  n-li^'ious  t.acli.-rs  of 
tlw  worl.l  that  iiav.-  taiik'ht  that  tJo.l  would  tor«iv.-  us. 
if  we  an-  sorry  iiihI  n-p -ut  of  Ih.-  sam.-.  for  thoiisaiids 
of  years,  and  that   t.-achintr  lias  rauscd   u.s  all  of  th.' 
HjfoHv   that   auy   d.'lusion  of  the  tl.-sli  could,   hut    we 
must'  have  neeiled  the   experienee   that    h.  Iievin«  that 
({od  would   forjrive  us  woul.l   ^'ive   us.   for  in   reality 
whats(M-v.T    is   is   rifjht.    for    th;>    law    nev.-r    makes    a 
mistake,   and    nothin^r  eomes   l.y   ehaiiee.   h.-eause   we 
are  the  law.  and  the  Christ  taujrht  that  we  wen-  for- 
•fiven  just   as  we   forgive  those  that   trespass  anain^t 
us,  therefore  by  the  law  that  you  forjrive  all  are  you 
forpiveu.  and  by  no  other  law.  for  then-  is  only  one 
law  in  (Joel's  Wliole  universe,  and  we  are  that  law. 

As  we  are  the  law  and  created  in  the  imajje  and 
likeness  of  all  thin-js  that  are,  what  ean  we  Se  saved 
from.'     Nothing,'  .xcept   o\irs«-lves.   and   if  we  are   so 
eontemptil.ly  mean  that  we  need  savijijr.  1  think  it  is 
lime   for  us  to   iH'Jjin   at   home,  and    not   no  out    as  a 
missionary    to  .save   the  so-eallfd    heathen,   and    learn 
Hrst  to  control  ourselves,  and  then  there  will  he  |)l  .nty 
,)f  time  to  try  anil  save  our  fellow  man,  for  he  thai, 
ean  control  self  is  jrreater  than  he  that  can  rule  na 
lions  by  force;  and  he  that  can  save  himself  is  greater 
than  ail  of  the  nations  of  tlu-  world,  for  when  we  con 
trol  self  we  are  at  on.  nn-nt  with  the  conscious  (iod  of 
the  universe,  and  His  will  and  our  will  are  one,  th.re- 
fore    \u-   can    control    every thinji    that    self    has   ever 
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«'ontrolI.'(l,  Ixcjiiisi-  tin-  truth  has  by  tlu;  cxpcrioncos 
of  the  llesli  [mm  r.'suiTeeted  in  us,  until  we  know 
•  noujrh  to  know  that  we  havo  to  for>,'ive  nil,  and  by 
that  biw  we  are  forgiven,  and  no  other  law,  for  we 
will  know  enouK'h  to  be  absolutely  just  to  all,  boeausi' 
that  i.s  loving  all,  for  Justiee  and  love  arc  the  fulfill- 
ment of  the  divine  law,  for  loving  all  means  to  be  just 
to  all  all  of  the  time. 

When  we  see  people  buying  tickets  into  heaven,  by 
leaving  in  their  wills  large  amounts  of  money  after 
they  ari«  dead,  and  have  no  further  use  for  the  same, 
and  the  papers  laud  them  up  as  being  very  oharitable, 
and  it  reminds  us  of  people  being  so  very  good  in 
their  own  minds,  Iweause  they  give  away  everything 
that  they  ean  find  no  further  use  for;  they  are  not 
saeritieing  anything,  therefore  there  is  no  eharity  in 
the  same,  for  if  you  saw  some  one  starving  for  the  laek 
of  a  dollar  and  you  gave  them  one  to  be  seen  of  men. 
you  might  better  have  let  them  starve,  as  far  as  you 
are  concerned,  becau.se  when  you  let  your  right  hand 
see  what  your  left  hand  does  you  have  your  reward 
right  hero  and  now,  and  there  is  no  charity  as  long 
as  you  give  that  which  you  have  no  further  use  for: 
or  if  you  tell  anyone  that  you  have  given  the  same, 
for  the  man  that  gives  money,  although  it  be  millions, 
and  remembers  the  gift,  gives  nothing,  but  the  man 
that  gives  love,  and  forgets  the  gift,  gives  all  that  he 
hath.  To  reniemlx'r  the  gift  may  be  human,  but  if 
you  have  not  awakened  enough  divinity  within  your

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liarmt'il   insti-ail  of  hpncliftctl  yourself,   for  the  trui- 
K'ivinn  always  for^'tts  the  aii't  in  tln'  vriviiijr.    Now  do 
not  misuiidfi-sfand  us,  for  you  can  give  of  this  world's 
Hoods,  and  bo  a  good  fellow  with  your  fellow  iiwn  and 
women,  and  holii'vo  that  you  art;  doing  a  lot  of  good, 
and  you  can  inakt;  Ihcm  Itclicvc  that  you  arc  a  \    n 
gootl  man,  hut  that  does  not  go  at  par  on  any  otiier 
plane,  except  the  one  that  we  dwell  on  at  present, 
because  it  is  only  true  on  this  plane  of  cons.  iousn>.s.s, 
but  remember  that  the  truth  or  knowled^'>    is  at   par 
on  all  planes  of  conseiousneiis,  because  it   belong, :  to 
oneness,   and    when    the   truth   has   been    tlu)rou'4lir, 
awakened  within  your  inner  consciousness  vou  will 
forget  all  earthly  or  worldly  things,  for  they  omI.> 
existed  to  give  you  all  of  the  experience  that  you 
needed,  to  awaken  you  to  the  consciousness  of  your 
own  divinity,  or  oneness,  and  then  consumes  itself, 
and  passes  from  our  separate  minds  forever,  because 
it  never  was,  it  only  appeared  to  be;  in  other  words, 
it  was  only  a  want,  or  a  belief,  that  was  bom  of  the 
need  of  our  individual  consciousness,  to  awaken  the 
truth  of  our  own  divinity  within  us,  that  would  en- 
dure forever  and  ever,  because  of  our  own  oneness 
with  all  life.

.•simple  fact  tiiat  it  contains  all  things  that  are  real, 
within  the  confines  of  its  own  oneness,  or  being,  so 
when  you  give,  give  that  which  you  hath,  and  give 
freely,  as  it  was  given  to  you  to  give,  and  the  more 
that  you  give  in  the  spirit  of  love  the  mon-  that  you 
nave,  so  do  not  be  afraid  of  wanting,  if  you  only  give 
in  liic  right  spirit. 

And  if  you  give  of  tlii,s  world's  goods  which  you 
only  po.'isess  on  this  plane  of  consciousness,  you  must 
give  and  forget  the  gift,  if  you  wish  to  be  rewarded 
in  the  divine  plane  of  consciousness,  that  is  eternal, 
and  endures  forever,  because  it  is  a  free  gift  of  oni>- 
Jiess,  and  nothing  can  endure  forever,  except  it  be  of 
onenetis,  for  there  is  nothing  to  consume  the  same, 
because  all  that  is  is  within  the  endjrace  of  oneness. 

When  you  look  and  see  the  years  that  are  spent 
by  men  and  women  in  becoming  proficient  in  one  line 
of  business,  by  being  taught  by  some  of  the  men  and 
women  of  tlu'  worlil,  that  they  Itelieve  ougiit  to  know 
better  tiian  they,  and  they  are  willing  to  be  taxight  by 
them,  ni'ver  for  once  realizing  that  their  own  indi- 
viduality was  created  in  tiie  image  and  likeness  of  all 
that  was,  or  ever  can  Ix'  created,  therefore  there  is 
nothing  that  it  does  not  know,  as  soon  as  we  have 
luul  the  experience  througli  the  five  senses  of  the  per- 
sonality, that  was  only  created  by  the  man  or  indi- 
viduality that  (lod,  or  tiie  great  first  cause,  caused  to 
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he.  f<)]'  wli^il  v.i'  sec  is  only  an  clfcct  of  souu-  canst'  tliat 
pivet'dcu  till'  saint',  tlicrt  foiv  it  matters  not  what  wo 
lieliovo,  t'Vfn  if  wt-  lulicvt;  that  wf  know  llu'  saino  to 
1m'  the  trntli.  tln-rc  nuist  l)t'  a  tirst  cause,  and  it  makes 
no  tlit^'tTcncc  whcthtT  we  call  it  (Jotl,  man  or  tlic  devil, 
it  will  remain  th>  tirst  cause  all  the  same,  l)y  one  name, 
as  it  will  by  son\c  other  name,  so  tlo  not  <|uil>l)le  about 
names,  t)r  terminolojry,  because  we  will  all  call  things 
by  the  name  that  we  have  been  tau};ht  by  our  fellow 
miMi  and  women,  becaust;  personally  we  are  all  ditTer- 
*-nt,  ami  we  will  all  have  to  have  a  dit^'erent  exi)erience 
to  jrain  the  sam  >  end,  and  then  we  will  know  that  the 
one  first  cause  is  the  effect  of  all  ttther  causes,  and 
each  cause  lias  its  own  eftVct,  and  for  this  reason  wt; 
often   woniler  how  men  antl  women  will  spent!  their 
whole  existence  in  i)erfectinK  themselves  ii;  t)ne  thing 
in  the  worltl  of  experience,  antl  think  nt)thing  of  the 
.same;  for  instance,  men  antl  women  will  spenil  years 
of  time  to  become  lawyers,  or  tUx-tors,  or  car{)enters, 
or  shoemak'r.s,  or  tt)  be  proficient  'n  any  other  line  of 
work  or  professit)n  in  the  world,  that  will  give  them 
tile    very    experience    that    they    need    to    eventually 
awaken  the  truth  in  their  own   intlivitlual  conscious- 
ness, antl  they  tlu  not  realiz'  that  they  are  doing  the 
very  thing  in  the  worltl  of  existence  that   tlit\v  con- 
<|emn   in   their  fellt)w   men  antl   women,   for  they   are 
repeating   the  same   tlay   after  tlay   in   the   world,  to 
become  master  of  the  same,  but  you  ask  them  tt)  repeat 
one  of  the  sayings  of  the  Master,  Christ,  or  the  divine 
law.    if   that    suits  you    l)etter.   an.l   they    will    imme-

(liately  raise  their  hands  in  holy  horror,  and  say  that 
you  arc  repeating,  if  you  even  tell  them  to  forgive  all, 
and  then  they  will  know  enough  to  be  absolutely  just 
to  all,  and  that  is  loving  all  as  you  love  yourself,  and 
nothing  short  of  this  plane  of  consciousness  endures 
forever,  because  loving  all  is  absolute  justice  to  all, 
and  that  is  all  the  life  that  the  universe  contains,  and 
we  all  possi?ss  that  life,  when  we  have  gained  the  con- 
scious knowledge  of  the  same,  through  the  realm  of 
existence,  that  men  and  women  have  tauglit  us  was 
life,  and  when  we  have  gained  the  conscious  knowledge 
of  life  we  know  that  everything  that  we  can  teach,  or 
be  taught  by  men  and  women,  is  only  death,  to  give  u.s 
the  very  experience  that  we  must  have,  to  awaken  us 
to  tlie  truth  of  knowing,  or  knowledge,  for  nothing 
.short  of  knowing,  and  knowing  that  you  know,  is  life, 
and  all  life  is  one  life,  and  that  life  is  eternal,  because 
it  is  divine,  and  a  free  gift  to  all,  regardless  of  so- 
called  station  or  color,  and  when  we  know  these  things, 
and  experience  is  the  only  teacher  of  the  truth  in 
(jod's  domains,  call  it  oneness  if  you  will,  we  will 
also  know  that  we  are  all  alike  individually,  and  that 
the  spirit  of  love,  that  we  choose  to  call  justice,  is  the 
Father  of  all  mankind,  with  all  due  respect  to  them 
that  believe  to  the  contrary. 

You  will  not  need  to  remember  after  you  have 
had  all  of  the  experience  that  is  necessary  to  cause  you 
10  know,  that  all  belief  is  objective,  and  all  knowledge 
i.s  subjective;  or,  in  other  words,  all  belief  we  see 
without,  and  all  knowledge  is  from  within,  for  Christ 
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said  tliat  the  kingdom  o£  heaven  is  within  you,  and 
when  we  say  within  we  do  not  mean  within  your  hody, 
but  within  Vour  individual  consciousness,  that  has  no 
limitations,  hoeauso  it  is  a  creation  of  the  con.scious 
(Jod  of  the  universe,  and  contains  all  within  its  own 
l)eing,  or  oneness,  but  when  we  say  object  ive,  or  with- 
out, That  is  only  a  retlection  of  something  within  that 
needs  r.  surrcetiiig  or  awakening  to  eonscio-.iouess,  and 
^vhen  wc  have  resurrected  all  truth  from  within,  or 
subjective,  the  outward,  or  objective,  will  have  con- 
sumed itself  ajid  passed  away  from  our  view,  becaus.' 
it  was  only  belief,  to  awaken  us  to  the  realization  of 
our  own  oneness  with  all  life,  and  you  will  remember 
that  to  condemn  your  fellow  men  and  women  is  ob- 
ieetive,  or  to  tind  fault,  or  tc  worry,  or  fret,  or  work 
'and  get  tired,  and  all  the  ditferent  stations  in  the 
uorld,  as  well  as  all  of  the  diflferent  nationalities  and 
.•oh.rs'.   and   all    of   the   so-called   different   religious 
creeds  or  beliefs;  in  fact,  all  that  is  dual,  and  can  be 
seen  through  dual  eyes,  for  they  are  all  of  the  world 
worldly,  and  to  teach  us  to  know  ourselves  by  the 
bitter  "experience  that  they  alone  can  give,  and  when 
they  have  fulfilled  the  mission  that  our  individualities 
created  the  same  for,  will  consume  themselves  and 
pass  away  and  be  forgotten,  because  there  was  no 
realitv  in  the  same,  we  only  believed  that  there  was, 
because  we  needed  the  very  experiences  that  we  could 
not  get  in  any  other  way,  so  remember  that  all  truth 
that  is  is  within  each  one  and  cannot  be  taught  or 
imparted  in  any  other  way,  except  through  the  realm 
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of  existence  that  we  eall  experience,  and  its  long  as  we 
can  see  anything  that  appears  to  us  to  be  wrong  witli 
our  fellow  men  and  women,  we  have  not  yet  got  out 
of  the  realm  of  existence,  regardless  of  what  we  be- 
lieve, even  if  we  believe  the  same,  until  we  believe  the 
same  to  be  the  truth,  for  there  is  no  truth  without ; 
we  can  believe  that  there  is  until  doomsday,  and  when 
\\X'  have  gained  tlie  truth,  through  hitter  experience, 
we  will  know  that  iu'lief  was  only  a  rod  tor  our  own 
back-s,  and  that  all  belief  was  objective,  as  truly  as  all 
knowledge  is  subjective,  so  s<>ek  the  truth  for  your- 
self, and  believe  no  one,  except  it  coincides  Mith  the 
knowledge  that  you  iiave  gained  through  bitter  exp-ri- 
ence.  and  is  al»solutely  just  to  all,  at  all  tiu)es.  and 
under  all  circumstances,  for  nothing  short  of  that 
belongs  tt)  oneness,  and  stands  fort'ver  and  ever. 

Our  object  in  writing  these  lines  is  to  try  and 
get  you  to  he  as  diligent  repeating  gootl  about  your 
fellow  men  and  women  as  you  have  been  repeating 
the  things  tliat  you  oidy  Ix'lieved  to  be  bati,  and  we 
do  not  care  how  often  you  repeat  a  good  saying  about 
anybody,  for  the  oftcner  that  you  repeat  good  sayings 
the  quicker  you  will  forget  all  else,  and  you  will  never 
be  perfect  yourself,  as  long  as  you  can  entertain  an 
unkind  thought  about  anyone,  no  matter  what  you 
Injlieve  that  they  have  done  unto  you,  or  how  wrong 
you  believed  the  same  to  be,  for  the  world  was  a 
creation  of  man's  imagination,  to  bring  men  and 
women  to  the  consciousness  of  their  own  manhood,  or 
oneriess  with  all  things,  for  ail  things  that  are,  or  can 
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be,  must  Im'  coinbiufd  in  oiu'  Ixiu^'  to  liavc,  litV,  for 
there  is  only  one  liTc.  and  that  is  u  free  fjift  of  one- 
ne>:s,  to  all  that  will  individviaii/.e  the  same,  and  that 
ean  only  he  aeeomplished  by  beinj?  brought  into  com- 
l)lete  subjeetion,  or  harmony   with   the  on<'   law.  one 
will,  and  one  purpose  of  the  conscious  God  of  the  uni- 
verse, and  all  of  the  intelli|s'eiK'e  of  the  spirit  of  love, 
which  is  the  Father  of  all  life,  to  use  the  same  for  the 
l)enefit  of  all,  for  all  in  one,  and  one  in  all  is  <'ternal 
life,  which  we  call  oue!ies.s.  because  it  endures  forever, 
a  univ  '.-sc  wit'.iout   befrinninjr  or  end.   for  everything 
thai  has  a  bejrinning  has  an  eiidinjr.   like  this  world 
and  our  bodies,  for  our  Ixjilirs  wi're  liorn  of  woman, 
and  the  world  of  the  need  of  experience  of  the  man 
that  was  a  creation  of  the  conscious  Cod  id"  tlir  uni- 
verse, to  resuriect.  or  awaken  the   life   in   him   to  the 
coiisciou>ness  of  its  «»wn  oneness  with  all  life. 

Then,  and  then  only,  will  we  know  that  dindity 
is  death,  b.'caus;'  of  its  havin>r  a  benrimiinir.  as  truly  jis 
oneness  is  lifi-.  because  it  looks  outside  ol  its  own  .sell, 
for  nothinjr.  therefore,  there  is  uothint:  to  consume 
the  same,  and  cann<>t  help  but  to  stand  f(nvver  aiwl 
ever. 

We  say  resurrect  tln'  truth,  when  we  know  tliat 
the  truth  cannot  be  buried,  for  the  .siiifple  reason  that 
there  is  nothing;  outside  of  the  truth,  therefore  there 
is  nothing'  to  bury  the  sam-  with,  tor  all  that  is  is 
tnith,  but  it  i^  not  truth  as  we  >ee  it  that  the  churebes 
of  to-day  are  standin-?  upon,  for  to  us  we  can  find 
not  bin;,'   but   believe  and   be  saved,   when   the   Mast.r. 
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Christ,   built  his  church  on  the  roek  of  ages,  or,  in 
olIuT  words,  on  the  rock  of  truth,  that  stands  forever. 
(  hnsf,  .,ays  that  whatsoever  vou  do  unto  one  of 
the  h-ast  of  th^iso  my  brethren  you  Jiave  done  the  same 
unto  yourself;  that  means  to  us  that  whatsoever  you 
sow  that  w-ill  you  also  reap,  and  if  that  is  the  truth, 
;in(l  we  know  that  nothing?  short  of  thai  is  al)solutJ 
justice  to  all,  Hien  it  must  stand  forever.     Then  the 
-^ra.ster,  Christ,  says,  "Love  your  neijjlibor  as  your- 
.M;lf,"  and  if  that  saying  m(>ans  anything  it  means  to 
us  tJiat  you  must  be  just  as  just  to  all  mankind  as  vou 
iuv  to  yourself,  for  all  that  we  call  men  and  women 
an-  our  neighbors,  for  they  are  a  creation  of  the  one 
(.'od  of  th,;  univers(>,  the  same  as  we,  therefore  must 
>•<■  our  neighbors,  for  when  we  know  through  experi- 
ence,  we  will  know  that  time   and  distance   is  only 
belief,  or,  in  other  words,  man-made,  therefore  ^elf- 
eonsuming,  for  out  of  nothing  .anie  and  unto  nothing 
must  again  return. 

When  We  say  men  and  women  were  created  by  the 
oiiL'  God  of  the  universe,  we  simply  mean  that  the 
con.scious  God  created  man,  and  man  created  men  and 
women,  in  belief  only  to  resurrect,  or  awaken  men  and 
women  to  the  consciousness  of  their  own  manhood, 
which  means  man,  God,  or  oneness,  which  we  call  the 
individual  consciousness.  In  tliat  sense  God  is  the 
creator  and  ruler  of  all  things  that  are  real,  or  only 
appear  to  be,  for  the  law  of  absolute  justice  is  behind 
all  things,  real  or  only  relative,  so  when  you  do  what 
the  world  believes  to  be  a  mean  act,  you  pay  the 
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pciialtv,  and  it  awakens  .soinclliiiij;  within  that  causes 
yoii  to  know  better  than  to  do  the  satue  unto  theui 
ajrain,  and  for  that  reason  no  one  ever  does  wrong, 
in  the  real,  hut  they  appear  to.  to  us  as  Ion},'  as  we 
remain  separated  from  onene.-s  in  lielief  only,  for  we 
eaunot  he  separated  in  reality. 

As  knowleds''  lilH>ratt"s  as  truly  as  helief  keeps  us 
ill    Iwndage,   and   liherty    is   divine,   and   hoiHla<ro   is 
human,  and  as  experienee  is  the  only  teaeher  of  abso- 
lute knowled^'e  tiiat  the  world  or  univer.se  ever  knew, 
or  ever  will  know,  how  can  we  ever  expeet  to  gain  the 
knowledge    that     endures    forever,    wliile     men    and 
wom^'u  are  doing  all  that  they  can  to  keep  us  from 
getting  the  very  experience  that  will  awaken,  or  re- 
surrect the  truth  within  us,  hy  trying  to  teach  us  to 
depend  upon  them,  in.stead  of  depending  upon  our 
own  inner  consciousness,  that  knows  all  that  UimI  or 
the  universe  contains,  but  mast  be  awakened  to  eon- 
sciousm^s  by   the    very   experiences   that   they    form 
societies,  creeds  and  ilogmas  to  prevent  u.s  from  get- 
ting the  truth  awakentnl  within  us  by  experience,  and 
they  believe  that  they  are  doing  God  a  great  service 
by  prolonging  the  agony  of  existence  over  centuries  of 
lime,  that  if  we  were  left  to  our  own  individual  self 
we  would  get  in  days,  for  as  long  as  we  have  an  easy 
time  in  the  world  we  will  stay  in  the  world,  for  ex- 
{>ericnee   is  the  only  thing  that   will  ever  tit   us  for 
eternity,    because    we    must    havi>    the    experience    to 
gain  the  kiiowledg.-  that  will  stand  forever,  for  it  i.s  a 
free  gift  of  oneness,  and  will  forever  remain  free.  aJid 
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cannot  he  taught,  bought  or  exchanged,  by  any,  or  all 
of  the  men  and  women  that  the  world  ever  knew,  but 
must  be  gained  by  experience,  the  king  of  all  teachers, 
in  truth  the  only  teacher ;  so  do  not  be  carried  away 
by  appearances,  for  they  are  deceitful,  and  do  not 
trust  too  implicitly  in  the  senses,  for  Uiey  also  are 
deceitful,  and  no  two  of  us  see  the  same  thing  exactly 
alike,  because  we  need  a  different  experience  to 
awaken  the  same  truth  withiij  our  own  inner  con- 
sciousness. 

Do  not  say  that  you  know,  because  you  saw  or 
heard  the  same,  for  you  do  not  know,  for  when  time 
ceases,  and  that  will  only  be  when  you  have  had  all 
of  the  self-intiicted  punishment  or  experience  that  you 
need  to  awaken  the  truth  within  your  inner  self,  until 
one  eternal  now  has  taken  the  place  of  time,  and  then 
and  only  then  will  you  know,  and  know  that  all  that 
anyone  knows  is  eternal,  and  stands  forever,  because 
of  its  own  oneness  with  all,  therefore  has  nothing  to 
consume  the  same. 

When  you  have  re^surrected  the  knowledge  through 
the  trials  and  tribulations  of  so-called  time,  until  you 
know  that  you  were  created  in  the  image  and  likeness 
of  God,  that  we  call  oneness,  you  will  also  know  that 
you  possess  all  knowledge  that  the  universe  contains, 
therefore  he  that  knows  himself  knows  all  that  is 
knowable,  and  you  will  only  gain  this  plane  of  con- 
sciousness when  you  know  enough  to  cease  to  believe, 
for  belief  only  belongs  to  this  plane  of  consciousness 
or  time,  call  it  what  you  may,  you  cBnnot  alter  the 
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fact  (hat  it  only  exists,  and  will  eonsuine  itself  as  soon 
as  it  has  resurrected  the  truth  of  our  own  oneness  with 
all  life  within  you,  so  that  you  will  know  that  there  is 
nothing  outside  of  your  own  individual  self  or  being, 
and  we  wish  you  to  know  that  he  that  knows  himself 
knows  all  that  God  or  the  universe  contains,  and  is 
at  onemcnt  with  all  life  or  Ix'ing,  for  nothing  short 
of  all  that  is,  or  can  be,  contained  in  one  being  can  be 
immortal  and  endure  forever  and  ever. 

We  have  tried  to  show  the  reader  that  everything 
that  is  on  this  plane,  and  of  this  plane,  wc  call  belief, 
because  it  is  only  true  to  us  as  long  as  we  also  are  of 
this  plane,  and  when  we  through  the  experiences  that 
this  plane  can  give  us,  we  rise  to  a  higher  plane,  and 
what  was  true  to  us  as  long  as  we  are  in  the  world 
and  of  the  world,  is  true  to  us,  and  no  longer,  because 
they  only  belong  to  the  world  to  give  us  the  very 
experience  that  we  must  have,  and  as  we  rise  to  a 
hijrlier  plane  of  consciousness  there  is  no  further  use 
for  the  same,  and  they  return  again  to  the  source 
from  whence  they  came,  so  do  not  lay  up  treasures 
in  the  world,  for  Christ  likens  the  world  to  the  sands 
of  time,  that  will  all  pass  away  as  soon  as  we  know 
enough  to  lay  up  our  treasures  in  tlie  universe  of 
knowledge   that  endures   forever,   for  we  know  that 
money,   ambition,   and   all  stations   in   the   so-called 
world,  as  well  as  all  relationship,  one  with  another, 
and  we  will  leave  father  and  mother,  sister  and  bro- 
ther, and  all  earthly  ties,  and  cleave  to  the  eternal 
oneness  with  all  life  that  endures  forever,  for  We  will 
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know  tlmi  wlu'ii  time  vvam-H  lliat  the  vvorlU  uiul  all 
that  Ih  tluTciii  coiitaiiu'd  will  pans  away,  and  only  that 
which  is  born  of  on«'n('8.s  and  is  immortal  stands  for- 
t'viT,  luH'auM!  it  is  the  truth,  and  all  truth  is  truo  on 
all  planes  of  consciou-sni'ss,  for  it  is  the  life  that  was 
a  free  gift  of  oneness  to  all  mankind,  and  will  always 
remain  free  to  all,  on  all  planes  of  eonsciousness.  and 
cannot  be  taught  or  imparted  in  any  other  way,  ex- 
<;ept  by  the  experiences  that  wi;  have  gained  through 
the  pains  and  aches,  triaLs  and  tribulations  of  the 
world,  that  was  a  creation  of  man,  in  Inflief  oidy,  to 
give  us  the  necessary  experience,  to  awaken  us  to  the 
eonsciousness  of  our  own  oneness  with  all  life,  liberty 
and  intelligence,  which  is  divine  and  stands  forever 
and  ever,  a  universe  without  l)eginning  or  end. 

You  read  in  the  Bible  the  old  saying  that  too 
much  learning  hath  made  thee  mad,  and  you  do 
not  realize  that  learning  ami  knowledge  are  two 
opposites,  you  take  it  for  granted  that  they  mean  one 
and  the  .same  thing,  when  learning  is  only  what  you 
can  be  taught  by  your  fellow  men  and  women,  it  is 
only  what  they  iK'lieve,  or  have  been  taught  by  some- 
one else,  it  is  only  what  other  men  and  women  believe 
that  they  know  because  they  feel  the  same,  or  hear 
or  see,  or  have  In-en  told  by  their  fellow  men  and 
women,  and  Is  only  true  to  them  on  this  plane  of  con- 
sciousnes.s;  in  other  words,  only  a  counterfeit  on  the 
truth  or  knowledge,  which  is  a  free  gift  of  God  or 
oneness,  and  is  tnae  on  all  i)lanes  of  consciousness 
that  we  can  ever  rise  to,  in  all  of  the  endless  ages.    So 
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do  not  he  ko  egotistical  as  to  say  yoii  know  anytliinp 
that  only  hdon^s  to  tliis  plane  of  c-onsciousnt'HH,  for  if 
yo»j  know  anythinj?  you  always  knew  the  sain«',  hut 
was  unconscious  of  thi;  knowing,  for  the  hick  of  ex- 
perience to  awaken  you  to  the  consciousness  of  your 
own  inner  self,  that  knows  all  things  that  are  know- 
al)le,  hecause  it  is  an  atom  of  <livinity.  ami  each  atom 
]»ossesses  the  whole,  as  soon  as  the  eonst-iousness  has 
heen  awakened  hy  the  experiences  that  the  so-called 
world  alone  can  give,  and  in  no  other  way. 

And  in  conclusion  we  would  ask  you,  that  in  seek- 
ing knowK'dge,  that  is  a  fre.  gift  of  oneness,  to  rej)eat 
the  divine  law  until  you  have  resurrected  the  truth 
witliin  your  inner  consciousness,  until  you  can  say 
with  the  Christ  of  old,  "I  and  my  Father  are  one;  if 
you  have  seen  Me  you  also  have  seen  the  Father;  it 
is  not  Me  hut  the  Father  that  works  through  Me." 
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
